FIVE MEMBERS VOTED 
TO SUSTAIN MAYOR 


A Iong Debate, in Which Several 
Participated, Ended in the 
Failure of the Effort To 
Pass Franchise Over 
| Mayor’s Head. 


By a vote of 5 to 9 council sustained 
Mayor Mims’s veto of the Forrest avenue 
franchise. 

The vote was as follows: 

TO SUSTAIN THE VETO—Lewils, Reed, 
Adams, Grady and Kontz., 

TO OVERRIDE THE VETO—Barrett, 
Fincher, Rawson, Minhinnett, Terry, Gar- 
rett, Glass, Longino and Hill. 

This result was reached after a session 
of three and one-fourth hours, the major 
portion of which time was devoted to 
speeches for and against the veto. 

In many respects the session was re- 
markable. The crowd of spectators out- 
side the rail was a large and interested 
ore, which contained a number of lady 
residents of Forrest avenue. During the 
speeches which followed Councilman Gar- 
rett’s resolution that the veto be over- 
ridden, frequent demonstrations of ap- 


the chair was compelled repeatedly to rap 
for order, at times going so far as to 
threaten to clear the room if further 
demonstrations took place.

tators were quick to catch the significance 
of the arguments advanced. 

Mayor Mims was an interested spectator 
during the entire proceedings. He occu- 
pied a seat on the floor near the clerk's 
desk, and paid strict attention to all that 
was said. During the latter part of the 
session he arose from his geat and denied 
with .emphisia a statement aontained.in 
Councilman Longino’s speech. This was 
the only feature ot the meeting that sav- 
ored of a sensation. As Mayor Mims 
arose to reply to Councilman Longino, a 
ripple of excitement ran over the rovum, 
and there was a hurried moving of chairs 
and aocraning of necks to catch the 
mayors words. 

Councilman Longino had risen to ex- 
plain his vote. In the course of his re- 
marks he made the statement that cer- 
tain parties had been to Mayor Mims and 
returned with a statement to the effect 
that he had stated he would approve the 
Forrest avenue franchise »rovided ‘t was 
passed by council and the aldermanic 
board. At this point Mayor Mims arose 
end said: 

“No man, woman or child ever came to 
me and heard from my lips that I would 
not veto the ordinance.” 

“Give us his name,”’ cried several in the 
ordinance. 

Councilman Longino paused a moment 
and said: 

“Mr. T. D. Meador was the gentleman 
I refer to.” 

This closed the incident. Mayor Mims 
made no reply. A moment later Council- 
man Longino made a humorous remark 
to the effect that he wished he were out 
of council, and Mayor Mims joined in the 
laughter that it called forth. 

The speeches for and against the veto 
were long and at times spirited. Those 
Who took part in the discussion were: 
Charles Hopkins, who was given the 
privilege of the floor to argue for the resi- 
dents of Forrest avenue; Councilman Gar- 
rett, Councilman Hill, Alderman Johnson, 
Councilman Barrett, Councilman Kontz, 
Councilman Longino, Alderman LaHatte 
and Councilman Rawson. 

All during the day there was great in- 
terest manifested in the probable action of 
council. The attitude of every member of 
council and the way he intended voting 
was generally known with the exception 
of Councilman Minhinnett and Council- 
man Lewis. When the roll was called 
both men were absent and their coming 
was awaited with interest. 

At the close of the meeting, after the re- 
sult of the rvote had been announced, 
Mayor Mims was approached and asked 
for an expression.

“You are assembled here iw the cour- 
tesy of council,’’ he said, “and you have 
no right to interrupt the proceedings by 
applause, I trust the people will keep 
quiet and permit council to attend to 
business without further interruption.” 

“I have the most profound respect and 
reMard for the mayor,” said Councilman 
Garrett in supporting his resojution, ‘and 
I am sorry he could not see his way clear 
to approve the franchise. I understand 
the position he was placed in as to twen- 
fy-one-year franchises on account of his 
Statement in his inaugural address and 
there was no way for him to honorably 
eet around it.” 

Councilman Barrett said he felt it his 
first duty to stand by his constituents. 
The mayor had vetoed the franchise and 
it was now “up to” council to say whether 
it would uphold the mayor or give the 
people the street railroad they had asked 
for. 

“Thousands of citizens here are beg- 
ging and pleading for this franchjse,”’ he 
said. He then presented to council the 
petition with 6,300 names on it, as he 
stated, asking council to override the veto 
of the mayor. He mentioned the case of 
Dr. Rose, who lived at the corner of 
Highland and Summit avenues, Dr Rose, 
he said, had to sell his house for $1,000 
less than otherwise because of the poor 
street car facilities out that way. 

“The people,” he said, “‘want a service 
by which they can go from their resi- 
dences to their places of business with- 
out waiting from thirty minutes to half 
an hour for a street car. I appeal to you 
to pass the franchise.”’ 

Petitions were then read from the 
Jackson Club, thé employees of the South- 


ern Railway Company, the~real estate 


association and the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Street Railway Employees of 
America, urging council to grant the 
franchise as asked for. 

Speech by Charles T. Hopkins. 

At the request of the fourth ward citt- 
zens through Councilman Garrett, the 
rules of council were suspended and 
Charles T. Hopkins was permitted to 
address council in their behalf. There 
was considerable applause as Mr. Hop- 
kins appeared on the floor of council. 

This Forrest avenue matter, Mr. Hop- 
kins said, was peculiar in origin and na- 
ture. It had been born of hardship, pri- 
vation and industry. The ‘committee had 
done the best that men could do, but it 
had done nothing but what was fair and 
right. There had been bitter words dur- 
ing the fight, but he desired now to lay 
these aside and appeal to reason. He 
held that the doctrine of twenty-one- 
year franchises was an improper doc- 
trine. 

‘There has been injected into this For- 
rest avenue fight a matter that did not 
originate with it,’’ he said. “It is a 
question whether you have not ended 
forever competitive street car systems 
if you sustain the mayor’s veto., Every 
man who offered for election at the last 
election pledged himself to unrestricted 
competition. No man said that he stood 
for competition in electric lighting and 
for monopoly in street railways. (Ap- 
plause.) We never heard of the ques- 
tion of twenty-one years until the mayor 
made his inaugural address.”’ (Applause.) 

Mr. Hopkins argued that the granting 
of twenty-one-year franchises because 
other cities had granted them was just 
as unreasonable as would be the adoption 
of all the other ordinances of those same 
cities. 

‘You might just as well pass an ordi- 
nance and say one shall not dredge for 
oysters during certain seasons because 
Brunswick has such an ordinance,”’ he 
said. 

The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, 
he stated, could not accept a twenty-one- 
year franchise nor a thirty-year fran- 
chise because the security would vanish 
when its bonds mature. 

‘There is not a man who understands 
the situation.” he asserted, “who does 
not know that no other compefitive com- 
pany will be formed in the city of At- 
lanta. There is not a street, not an 
alley that has not either the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company or the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company upon it. 
With that situation talk about there be- 
ing a third competitive company is as 
the babble of a omg. No man can gain- 
say those facts.’ 

The fourth ward committee, he said, 
had had many expressions of sympathy 
from outsiders. More than 200 pebple had 
come to his office and voluntairly asked 
to be allowed to sign the petition to coun-, 
cil. Within three working days the com- 
mittee had prepared a petition to council 
the like of which had never been secn 
there before. 

“If you sustain this veto you end com- 
petition,” he said. “These six thousand 
names are but the scattering raindrops 
that foretell the coming storm.” (Yells, 
cheers and applause. -Demand for order 
from the chair.) 

No other road could be built out Fcr- 
rest avenue than the one proposed, Mr. 
Hopkins said, without its being a subter- 
fuge and a fraud upon the people. 
corporation was asking the city for the 
franchise, but the city was dealing with 
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its own people. Mayor Mims, he said, 
did not have in mind so small a thing asa 
street railroad six blocks long when he 
wrote his veto message. He must have 
had in. mind a whole system of street 
railroads. It was not such a@ matter as 
council had before it. 

“We beg you,” he said in conclusion, 
“to give us that which should be ours.” 

Councilman Hill’s Position. 

Councilman ,Hill said he accomied to 
everybody connected with this matter the 
honesty of his convictions. He demanded 
that he be given the same kind of judg- 
ment, 

“There is something between the lines 
in this veto message,” he said. “I make 
no charge against the mayor; he acted in 
accord with his convictions. In this mes- 
sage he has sent to council there is some- 
thing which makes it appear that he 
looks on himself as the whole executive 
and legislative department of the city gov- 
ernment.’’ 

The councilman reaa from the mayor’s 
message the assurance that a line would 
be built on Forrest avenue, 

“I understand his position as executive 
head of the city government,” he said, 
“but has council given him. thé right, to 
guarantee that a street railroad will be 
built there? The mayor says that a road 
-will be built there and at less cost to the 
people. Who is iti that has underbid 
the proposition given to the people of the 
fourth ward by this common council] and 
aldermanic board, and where is that prop- 
osition? How can the executive give a 
guarantee without being bacKed by the 
legislative branch of the government? 

“When that message was published in 
The Atlanta Constitution there appeared 
at the same time an editorial which show- 
ed that The Constitution thoughE that the 
veto of this franchise means monepoly.”’ 

Couricllman Hill quoted from an edi- 
torial in The Constitution of February 
13th. He spoke of the reference to the 
fact that if the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company did not accept a twenty-one 
year franchise, the franchise would be 


given to another company “now 
formed or to be formed,” and quoted the 


following sentence from the editorial: 
“This means an adequate service not 


only to the center of the city, but across 
town, and transfers to every part of the 
city.”’ 

That, he argued, showed that the veto 
was meant to defeat competition. Any 
other company to be formed, he said, 
would be “a bobtail car line, with bob- 
tail cars amd glye bobtail relief, unless 
tied to something else.” 

Councilman Hill said his first meeting 
with Mayor Mims was when the latter 
came into office. He gave him his hand 
then and told him he would back him in 
everything that was right. 

He referred to the people of the fourth 
ward as ‘‘the children of Israel who went 
to the mayor as the twentieth century 
Moses whom they wanted to lead thern on 
to peace, prosperity and competition. They 
wanted him to lead them from Jackson 
Hill to the Can of competition at 
Peachtree street and he wouldn’t do it. 
When I die the greatestsheritage I would 
like to leave is a shaft above my last 
resting place whereon might be enrolled 
in letters of gold the names of the people 
who signed that petition, and underneath 
them the brief inscription, ‘He fought 
for us!’ ’”’ 

In Defense of the Veto. 

Councilman Reed made a strong speech 
in defense of the mayor’s veto. 

“It looks like nearly everybody is 
against me,” he said. 

‘‘Louder,” shouted some one in the 
council chamber, and the chairman enter- 
ed a stern demand for order. 

“But if a man is right,’’ Councilman 
Reed continued, “it matters not if the 
multitude be against him. I shall always 
stand firm just as I propose to do today.” 

There was another shout of “louder,” 
when Alderman Welch, who had taken 
the chair, expressed the hope that he 
would not have to call on the marshal to 
take steps to restore orvder. 

‘We are dealing with something of an 
importance that rises above the wishes 
of a particular ward or the people of 
that ward,’’ Councilman Reed said. ‘‘We 
are dealing with the defense of the rrop- 
erty of the city of Atlanta. Public prop- 
erty is to be disposed of not in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the people con- 
tiguous to it, but in accordance with the 
desires of the whole people.”’ 

Councilman Reed then went on to dis- 
cuss the laws of other cities and states 
with reference to franchises. He mention- 
ed particularly the case of Mayor Carter 
Harrison’s veto of the ordinance passed in 
Chicago to give Yerkes a fifty-year fran- 
chise for a street railroad. Afterwards 
the Illinois legislature repealed the law 
allowing fifty-ye4r franchises, and ->-0- 
vided that no franchises should be grant- 
ed for a longer term than twenty years. 
He mentioned also the law of Kentucky, 
which limits the terms of franchises in a 
similar manner. New Orleans, he said, 
puts her franehises up at auction dnd gets 
something for them. 

“We have not enough money now to 
pay our fixed charges,’’ he asserted. “We 
need more mecney for our schools and hos- 
ritals. It is idle to talk about raising the 
tax rate. What greater resourcs have 
we than our franchises?’

SEEMS A CERTAINTY 


Germany Orders a Punitive Expe- 
- dition Which Will Reopen the 
~ Entire Trouble 


UNITED STATES WILL 
FIGHT GERMAN ACTION 


Believed a Clash of Powers Is Inevi- 
table—Germany Scheming for 
Partition of Empire—Mc- 
Kinley Indignant and 
Will Protest.

Washington, Febraury 18.—(Special.)— 
The United States government is facing a 
serious crisis In China, owing to the an- 
nouncement.of the purpose of Field Mar- 
shal Count Waldersee to begin another 
offensive campaign. General Chaffee hag 
been invited to join in the expedition. 
which is te be mobilized on a larger scale 
than anything attempted in China since 
the origina] march to Pekin. The general 
S0 informed thé war department today 
and the officials of the state department 
have been advised of the situation. 

This German movement is viewed with 
absolute dismay here, for it Is feared that 
it requires an.immediate decision by the 
United States government upon its whole 
line of policy toward the Chinese ques- 
tion. General Chaffee rwill be told that he 
is not to participate in this campaign. He 
has been keeping the American forces in 
Pekin, ever since the city was pacified, 
simply as a legation guard, and the Ger- 
man government is fully aware that the 
United States government purposely de- 
prived the American contingent in China 
of its offensive military character and 
withdrew it from the control of Count von 
Waldersee in order to hasten peace nego- 
tiations and prevent, so far as it could, 
the continuance of military movements 
against the Chinese, which were at once 
unnecessary and baneful in their effect 
upon the peace movement, So, our govern- 
ment, not having changed its policy. can- 
not do otherwise than cause’ General 
Chaffee to refrain from any participation 
in hostile military movements. so long 
a@ the present peaceful conditions con- 
tinue. 

Partition Us a Aim. 

The reopening of war in China and the 
partition of that empire are believed to be 
the salient features of thé policy of Ger- 
many ‘which has directed the big expedi- 
tion which Count von Waldersee has 
under way and to join which the Ameri- 
can troops have been invited. The sin- 
cerity of Germany’s protestations that 
She is working in the interest of peace is 
again seriously doubted by President Mc- 
Kinley and the officials of the state and 
war departments. 

The government will do everything in 
its power to prevent the ends desired by 
Germany and to dissuade the other gov- 
ernments from embarking upon the war 
which Count von Waldersee seems deter- 
mined to provoke. Just how far this gov- 
ernment will go toward that end is not 
clear, but, of course, it will not go to war 
with Germany or with anybody else in the 
interest of the Chinese. Minister Conger 
has, however, been instructed to use his 
best endeavors to dissuade the representa- 
tives of the other powers at Pekin from 
playing into the hands of Germany, and 
after tomorrow’s meeting of the cabinet, 
at which the matter will be fully gone 
over, representations in. some form will 
be made to the other governments direct. 

It is probable that these will take the 
shape of a remonstrance against the pro- 
posed expedition as being an act of bad 
faith not only to China, with whom peace 
negotiations are being conducted, but 
with the other powers which are working 
honestly toward peace. This will be put 
in more diplomatic language’ than the 
word “‘remonstrance’’ would indicate, but 
it »will amount to a remonstrance or pro- 
test. 

Great indignation is felt by President 
McKinley and his close advisers over this 
apparent breach of faith by the German 
field marshal and the present indications 
are that there will be but one voice at to- 
morrow’s meeting of the cabinet. 

> United States Will Oppose. 

A high official who had a talk with the 
president about the matter today and who 
undoubtedly reflected his view, said to 
me tonight: 

“Wea will not only give them an illustra- 
tion of what we believe is right by de- 
clining to allow our troops to participate, 
but we will go as far as we can toward 
dissuading others from joining in this pro- 
posed expedition. So far as we are able 
to see such an expedition can mean noth- 
ing more nor less than war. That means 
death of innocent men, women and chil- 
dren and the devastation of q portion of 
the country no more responsible for what 
has been done in the past than any other 
portion. What is the excuse for it and 
what will be the result? Certaimly there 
is no excuse at this time. We have every 
reason to believe that the Chinese are 
trying to work out in perfect good faith 
the difficult problems presented to them. 
We have just received from Mr. Conger 
confirmation of the promises of punish- 
ment which have been outlined in the 
press dispatches, and this seems to us to 
be proof that there is an earnest endeavor 
on the part of the emperor to carry out 
his agreement to inflict upon high offend- 
ers the severest possible punishment. 

“If after these partcular punishments 
are carried out it should be deemed nec- 
essary .to the peace of China and the 
future. of western interest, that there 
should be further punishments, that is a 
matter which can be taken up then; but 
at this time there is, so far as we can

That the president of the 
United States be requested to cause this 
resolution to be promulgated and to com- 
municate the same to Rear Admiral 
Sampson and to the officers and men of 
his late command.’

ALL THREE REACHED CITY 
EARLY YESTERDAY MORNING 


Head of Southern Railway Tells 
The Constitution Why He Re- 
fused To Deal with State. — 
Conference Adjourned 
Yesterday Morning.

Samuef Spencer, president of the South- 
ern Railway Company, reached the city 
early yesterday morning from Brunswick 
after a stay of a few days at Jekyl 
island. 

Major J. W. Thomas, president of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road, came down from Nashville for a 
conference with Mr. Spencer on the ques- 
tion of a new depot for Atlanta. 

Colonel A. B. Andrews, first vice presi- 

dent of the Southern, was also here from 
Raleigh for a conference with Mr. Spen- 
cer. 
_These three prominent railroad officiais, 
who are foremost in the movement for a 
new passenger station in Atlanta, were 
in the city yesterday during the entire 
forenoon, President J. W. Thomas ar- 
riving in the city last and reaching here 
at 7:40 o’clock. 

The meeting took place yesterday morn- 
ing in the office of J. 8S. B. Thompson, 
general agent of the Southern Railway 
Company, in the Equitable building. The 
situation was discussed among these of- 
ficials, on whose decision depends the fate 
of the new depot in Atlanta. They went 
over the matter in all its details during 
the morning, and Colonel Andrews re- 
turned to Raleigh at noon, Mr. Spencer 
leaving at 4:20 o’clock p. m. for Mobile 
and New Orleans. Colonel Thomas fe- 
turned to Nashville last night. 

A Talk with Mr. Spencer. 


On being seen by a representative of 
The Constitution concerning the result of 
the conference, President Samuel Spencer 
said: 

“We have decided upon nothing con- 
cerning the building of a new depot in 
Atlanta further than that the present 
depot facilities are entirely inadequate 
and that something must be done toward 
the building of a new depot. Just what 
is best to be done is undecided, but 80 
far as the Southern railway is concerned, 
I reiterated to Major Thomas what I 
wrote him in reply to his letter in which 
he suggested a renewal of the agreement 
among the railroads centering here, by 
which they would extend their agrement 
of last year to cover the year 1901, 890 
that if the state agreed to build during 
the present year we would occupy the 
new depot on the conditions named. 

“T told Major Thomas that the Southern 
would not agree to the renewal. I hays 

here a copy of the letter I wrote him 
from New York on this subject, and I 
have no objection to its publication.” 

The letter is as follows: 

“New York, February 11, 1901.—Major 
J. W. Thomas, President Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway Com- 
pany, Nashville, Tenn.—Dear Sir: Re- 
sponding to yours of January 21st. I beg 
to say that the Southern Railway Com- 
pany joined in the proposition of October 
last to the state of Georgia to whicn 
you refer, because it desired to be co- 
operative in almost any scheme to secure 
a union station In Atlanta, and also tn 
deference to what was then understood 
to be the wishes and preferences of the 
authorities of the state in respect to such 
a station. 

‘The proposition was never attractine: 
to this company from a business stand- 
point, both on account of the interest rate 
to be charged upon the investment and 
of the almost certain inadequacy of ac- 
commodation in any station built solely 
on the state’s property, and the condi- 
tions’ and limitations subsequently ime 
posed in the hill presented to the leg- 
islature rendered the proposition still legs 


attractive. 
‘‘Ags the state In effect has rejected the 


proposition, I beg to say that we prefer 

not to join in its renewal. Yours very 

sincerely, S. SPENCER, 
**President.’ 


Why the Southern Signed Last Year. 
~«“T have nothing further to say,” con- 
tinued Mr. Spencer. ‘‘The Southern rall- 
way will, under no circumstances, renew 
the agreement of last year. I signed that 
agreement against my better judgment, 
recognizing the fact that as a strict bus- 
iness proposition, ft had no merit for 
the Southern railway. 

“We offered to pay 6 per cent on the 
cost of the new depot to be built by the” 
state when we could have obtained tile 
money easily at 4 per cent and built our 
own depot. It may be asked why, then, 
did we offer to pay 6 per cent. The an- 
swer is that we were willing to pay the 
difference to meet the clearly expressed 
desire of the state officials and put our- 
selves in a position where it could not 
be said that our refusal was based upon 
an intention to injure the state’s property. 
We recognized the advantage of a union 
depot which would accommodate all the 
roads centering here and were willing to 
co-operate with the state to this end. 

“Tt will not put the Southern Railway. 
again in a position to receive such criti- 
cism as was directed against it and the 
other railroads as the result of our con-

cession to what we believed to be to the

today under suspension of the rules by 
the vote of 191 to 41. The opposition was 
hopelessly in the minority, and the strug- 
gle over the bill was brief. The question 
of closing the exposition on Sunday was 
not mentioned.. The sundry civil bill was 
under consideration late in the day, and 
Mr. Cannon, chairman of the appropria- 
tions- committee, took occasion © make 
a detailed statement of the appropria- 
tions for the present congress. He fig- 
ured that the appropriations would total 
$694,118,595 exclusive of the sinking fund 
requirement of $53,000,000 against $657,- 
150,862 for the current year. He fired 
some: hot shot at the minority for 
prating of economy and not helping to 
uphold the hands of Himself and others 
when they were trying to keep approp*i- 
ations down. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journal, Mr. Tawney, Minnesota, chair- 
man of the special committee on the Lou- 
isiana purchase exposition, moved the 
passage under the suspension of the 
rules of the exposition bill. 

A second was demanded and ordered. 
This action allowed twenty minutes de- 
bate upon a side. Mr. Lattimer, of South 
Carolina, meantime asked unanimous 
consent to offer the Charleston, a Ce 
exposition bill as an amendment, but 
Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, objected.

“T. want to talk about other contracts 
just as binding,” replied Mr. Maddox, 
who proceeded to detail the manner in 
which Mr. Cannon, chairman of the ap- 
pronriations committee, was “fighting 
honest claims.”” Moreover, he _ said, 
there were to be no public buildings 
authorized by this congress on account of 
the growth of expenditures. The $5,000,- 
900 which congress would give to a pri- 
vate enterprise by this bill, he said, 
would build‘ fifty necessary public build- 
Ts. Sims, of Tennessee, taunted Mr. 
Cannon with fighting honest claims of a 
few hundred dollars and then remaining 
quiescent when such a bill as the pend- 
ing one was before the house. 

Mr. Cannon replied that he had con- 
sistently opposed such legislation, had 
opposed the expenditure in its first 
stages, but on its present footing the 
government was obliged to perform its 
part of the contract, the St. Louis part 
having been performed.

‘“‘Under the funding of the public debt, 
provided forby the legislation last session, 
a reduction in the amount of the annual 
interest charge has been made, as esti- 
mated for on account of the next fiscal 
year, of $9,400,000, as compared with the 
amount carried for the current vear in 
the annual estimates for permanent ap- 
propriations. 

“For deficiencies, based upon all esti- 
mates now before congress, there is in- 
dicated a reduction of at least $2,500,000, 
which will practically offset the increases 
made by all the other regular annual 
bills which have not been menttoned.”’ 

He said the situation was quite bad 
enough without exaggerating it. Mr. 
Cannon called attention to the. fact that 
the increases placed upon the river and 
harbor bill and other bills by the senate 
must have the assent of the house if thev 
were to prevail. He said that he hal 
never seen a minority so strenuous in its 
insistance about economy which was less 
efficient in holding up the hands of those 
of the majority who were trying to be 
economical. 

“Ifthe gentleman will get entirely out 
of his own church,” interrupted Mr. Mc- 
Dermott, of New Jersey, ‘‘we will help 
him throw bricks at the windows. The 
trouble ig the gentleman stays inside end 
preaches to those on the outside.” 

Cannon and Newlands Clash. 

“The gentleman’s suggestion,’’ replied 
Mr. Cannon, “embodies a good dea! of 
partisanship. This government.is a zgov- 
ernment of parties. The party in power 
is responsible, it is true, but it is the 
function of the minority to curb the ma- 
jorfty.. I do not belleve it is the function 
so to conduct itself as apparently to keep 
the record straight while it pokes wise 
economy under the fifth rb.’’ (Repub- 
lican applause.) 

“What caused the large increase?’’ ask- 
ed Mr. Newlands, of Nevada. ‘‘Were not 
the extracrdinary increases almost ex- 
clusively confined to the army and navy? 
Does the gentleman expect the members 
upon this side to refuse to vote what is 
demanded for the healthy development of 
this country to enable you to go out be- 
yond the borders of the United States and 
maintain and develop an empire abrcad?’’ 
(Democratic applause.) 

“I stood here with some of my col- 
leagues for days and weeks,’ replied Mr. 
Cannon, ‘“‘trying to prevent the declara- 
tion of war with Spain, while the gentle- 
ran and those on his side of the house 
raised the hue and cry, shouting ‘war, 
war, war.’ I stood here as best I could 
until the destruction of the Maine com- 
pelled the war, and then I was willing to 
VOte every man and levy every dollar of 
taxation necessary to uphold the flag and 
bring the war to a successful conclusion, 
and the gentleman voted against the 
measure necessary to raise the money to 
prosecute the war.’ (Renewed republican 
applause.) 

Mr. Newlands: “I will say that I voted 
against the war revenue bill, because, it 
imposed the burden of this war upon the 
consun'ption of the country in the shape 
of a per capita tax instead of upon the 
(Applause on 
the democratic side.) 


Cleveland’s Bond Issue. 


Mre Cannon: ‘Yes, my friend reminds 
me of an early Illinois politician. who 
said, ‘Yes, by Hokey, I am for the law, 
but agin its enforcement,’ (Laughter on 
the republican side.) The gentleman was 
for the war, but against the legislation 
necessary to bring it to a successful con- 
clusion. The war with Spain will be re- 
sponsible for great appropriations and 
expenditures when you and I have passed 
out of this hall and have died and been 
forgotten.” 

Speaking of the bond issues bequeathed 
by the democratic administration, Mr. 
Cannon said:

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NEGRO TRIED BY LYNCHERS 


Fred King Was Found Guilty and 
Promptly Hanged. 


HE ASSAULTED WHITE WOMAN 


After King Was Convicted He Mads 
Confession and Implicated 
Another Negro, — 


Dyersburg, Tenn., February 18.—Fred 
King, colored, was lynched today for an 


daughter of a prominent physician. 
Bloodhounds trailed King from Dr. Ar- 
nold’s home to King’s room, where a 
hatchet covered with blood was found. 
Miss Arnold had been struck with a 
hatchet by her assailant and on this evi- 
derce King was arrested. 

A mob at once formed to lynch him, but 
Dr. Arnold prevailed upon them to wait 
for further identification. They were re- 
strained until this afternoon, when they 
tcok King from jail, tried him before a 
jury selected from the crowd and gen- 
terrced him to be hanged. He then wroke 
down and confessed, implicating another 
negro named Beebe. 

King was at once hanged, and it is 
altogether likely Beebe will be similarly 
treated. 

Two Negroes Lynched in Mississippi 

Macon, Miss., February 18.—Two ne- 
grces were lynched about six miles east 
of this place last night. About two 
months ago L. F. Cole, living about six 
miles from Macon, had his barn and 
several head of stock burned and parties 
have been working up evidence since, 
which culminated Saturday in shooting 
to death Ishman and Henry Fed, two ne- 
groes of the neighborhood. -It is consid- 
ered that the evidence against them was 
ccnclusive and no further trouble is ex- 
pected.

WILL REMIT THE CHARGES. 


Tobacco Warehouses in Richmond 
Make New Rule. 


Richmond, Va., February 18.—(Special.) 
Two of the warehouses selling loose to- 
bacco on the Richmond market—Shockoe 
and Stonewall—have agreed to the prop- 
osition of the loose tobacco association 
of Richmond’ to remit the charge of 8 
cents per 100 pounds heretofore’ imposed 
upon the buyers by the warehouses.

TO QUEER STREET 
THEY WERE NEAR 


Tories Not Far from Defeat in 
the Commons, 


DILLON FORCED THE FIGHT 


On a Question of Personal Privilege. 
Winston Churchill Makes His 
Maiden Speech and Defends 
Government’s Course in 
South Africa. 


London, February 19.—The first division 
in the first parliament of King Edward VII 
which took place yesterday, resulted in 
cutting dowm to forty-five the govern- 
ment’s normal majority of 130. The in- 
terest caused by this unexpected event 
was heightened by Winston Spencer 
Churchill's first speech at Wesminster and 
by Mr, Chamberlain’s heated defense of 
his own pdlicy. 

The extraordinary slimness of the ma- 
jority of this strongest British govern- 
ment of modern times was tha result of 
Lord Cranborne’s refusal to answer ques- 
tions relating to the fovernment’s foreign 
policy without previous notice from the 
qQuestioners. John Dillon seized the op- 
portunity and in spite of an unuasually 
large attendance almost placed the con- 
Servative party in Queer street. 


In an interview after the division Mr. 
Dillon said: 


“I have waited a long time, bu i 
to the curious procedure in the thn Jo 
commons, I have never nad a chance 
really to test the question. [ know quite 
well that I had the spirit of the house be- 
hind me, for members, regardless of party 
ties, are very jealous of individua] priyi- 
leges. What it all means is that the gov- 
ernment will be obliged to revoke the ar- 
bitrary ruling made by Mr. Balfour that 
under secretaries of state are not obligea 
to answer questions addressed to them. 

The question is more important than it 
appears to be on the surface, for, if Mr. 
Balfour’s ruling shou!d be followed it 
would prevent the Irish members from 
questioning the [Irish secretary and 
eventually deprive us of*all rights of free 
speech. «Mr. Balfour’s whips made vigor-

Churchill’s Maiden Speech. 


Mr. Churchill’; maiden speech came in 
reply to Mr. David Lloyd-George’s criti- 
cism of the conduct of the South African 
war, in the course of which he had de- 
nounced the burning of farms and the 
keeping of Boer women and children in 
British laagers on ‘reduced provisions. 
These charges created a general uproar 
and provoked an angry demand from Mr. 
Brodrick, secretary of state for war, that 
Lloyd-George should offer evidence to sub- 
Stantiate his assertions. Mr. Churchill 
caught the eye of the speaker and caus- 
tically rebuked Mr. Lloyd-George. He 
indulged in epigram, such as ‘‘no other 
nation in the world ever received so much 
verbal sympathy and so little practical 
support as the Boers.’’ 

Then he proceeded, half humorously and 
half seriously, to belittle the efforts of the 
pro-Boer members of the house in behalf 
of their friends. He maintained that the 
war in South Africa had been carried on 
with unusual humanity and‘he closed with 
the declaration of his belief that at no 
distant date there would be an “Angii- 
cized, loyal, peaceful and prosperous 
Transvaal.” 

Sir Robert Reid, radical, member for 
Dumfries burghs, argued that all this 
could be accomplished without unneces- 
Sary severity and without withholding 
terms. 

Mr. Chamberlain, springing to his feet, 
Stigmatized the speech of Sir Robert Reid 
as ‘“‘devoted to abuse of British officers 
and the policy of ministers, and to praise 
of the enemies of Great Britain.’’He de- 
nied that peace with honor was at any 
time possible before or after the fall of 
Pretoria. 7 

* No Independence for Boers. 


“The policy of her majesty’s govern- 
ment,’’ he declared, ‘‘has not varied. Be- 
fore the invasion of Natal we would have 
accepted the most modefn concessions, 
but from the moment the invasion oc- 
curred and the Boers had fired tha first 
shot the government determined that not 
one shred of the independenae which the 
Boers had abused should ever again be 
conceded to them.” 

The conseravtives, cheering furiously, 
rose to their feet from the government 
benches at this assertion and mada the 
chamber ring again and again. 

“The government,”’ continued Mr. 
Chamberlain, ‘‘challenged the opposition 
at the general election on the issue of 
annexation, We challenge you again. 
(Renewed cheering.) Tonight six pro- 
Boers have spoken and not a single lib- 
eral imperialist.’’ 

Sir Robert Retd objected to the term 
‘“‘pro-Boer,’’ but Mr. Chamberlain stuck 
to his guns. 

“‘I maintain,’’ he said, ‘‘that there is no 
other name for the men who believe 
every scandalous libel on British officers 
and soldlers.”’ 

“Don’t insult us,’’ shouted Sir Robert 
Reid. 

Continuing Mr. Chamberlain said: 

“The struggle had to come. It origi- 
nated in the determination of the Boers 
to secure the ascendancy in South Afri- 
ca. I believe that in spite of the sacri- 
fices made this country is of the same 
mind as when it entered upon the strug- 
gle and will spare no effort to bring it to 
a close and will support no party which 
seeks to stultify the object in view.”’ 

Amid ringing cheers Mr. Chamberlain, 
the head and shoulders of the war,’’ as 
Mrs. Dillon describes him, resumed his 
seat and the house adjourned. 

Previous to Mr. Dillon’s question of 
privilege and the taking up of the war 
amendments to the address in reply from 
the speech from the throne, the debate 
in the commons had been chiefly confined 
to China. 

The vote on the motion to adjourn was: 
For adjournment 204, against ‘249. 


Great Britain and China. 


Lord Cranborne, when the debate on 
the address in reply to the king’s speech 
from the throne at the opening of apriia- 
ment was resumed, said commercial] in- 
terest was Great_Britain’s principal in- 
terest in China. There had been great 
delay in the settlement of affairs in 
China, but such delay must be expected 
in dealing with the Chinese. 

Lord Cranborne added: 

‘‘I am bound to say that in all our deal. 
ings with the Russian government in this 
matter we have been received in the most 
friendly way. We have no complaint 
whatever to make against the govern- 
ment of the czar.’’ 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt asked: 

“Is it true that an ex ition into the 
territory of China has en ordered by 
Count Von Waldersee? And if.so, how 
does the order affect our troops?

CRISIS OVER CHINA 
SEEMS A CERTAINTY 


Continued from First Page. 


see, no possible warrant to make Chi- 
nese delay an excuse for re-opening the 
war. Von Waldersee’s big expedition 
means war, and it can mean nothing else. 
As to the results, a. re-opening of the 
war would, we know, mean the slaughter 
of a lot of people who probably had no 
more to do with the boxer uprising than 
you or I, and the destruction of the prop- 
erty of a lot of individuals. We incline 
to the belief that Chinese are human 
beings and are entitled to consideration 
as such; there seems a disposition in 
some quarters not to concede that they 
are human beings. The re-opening of the 
war would, of course, mean a breaking 
off of peace negotiations, for how can 
there be negotiations for peace on the 
one hand and an act of warfare on the 
other? 

Means More Slaughter. 

“What is to be gained by the slaughter 
of innocent people? Why should the war 
be re-opened?’’ said this high official, be- 
coming categorical in his questioning. 
“You can answer as well as I,”” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘Of course,’’ he said, in conclu- 
sion, ‘‘we will not go to war with Ger- 
many over this matter, and you may rest 
assured that so far as is possible the 
influence of this government will be cast 
against this latest Germany movement.” 

While even this official, who would not 
allow his name to be used in connection 
with his talk, would not say as much, it 
is certain that the president and Secre- 
tary Hay both believe that this last 
move of Von Waldersee, evidently _di- 
rected by his superiors, is dictated by a 
desire for the overthrow of the Chinese 
empire and the dividing up ofits ter- 
ritory among the nations of Europe. 

Word has just come from United States 
Minister Conger which confirms the press 
advices Trelative to the Chinese declina- 
tion to accede to the demands of the 
ministers in the matter of capital pun- 
ishment of the leaders implicated in the 
boxer movement. 

This message impHed that the Chinese 
government has agreed to exile Prince 
Tuan and Prince Lan without capital 


sentences: to recommend suicide to 
Prince Chwang, death for Yu Hsien, 
Choa Chi Chao, for Ying Nien imprison- 
ment and degradation from office, and 
some punishment not yet aetermined for 
Chi Hsiu and Hsu Cheng Yu. It is stated_ 
that an edict already has been issued to 
execute these sentences accordingly. 


Not To Offend German Pride. 


A visit from the Japanese minister to 
the state department served to give color 
to the story that our government is cast- 
ing about to ascertain how far the other 
powers party to the Chinese question will 
indorse this proposed campaign. As it 
is felt to be the part of sound policy to 
endeavor to check further military op- 
erations upon a helpless people, it is 
probable that the cabinet meeting will 
result in an effort by the state depart- 
ment to ascertain what support it can se- 
cure for a dissent from the German 
programme. 

It is stated unequivocally by competent 
authority that the American military 
forces will, under no circumstances, par- 
ticipate with the Germans in the pro- 
posed expedition, and although it cannot 
be learned that General Chaffee has yet 
received his instructions to that effect, 
he undoubtedly will have them very 
shortly. 

It is realized to be extremely desirable 
to avoid offending German pride in this 
matter, but it is hoped that by an appeal 
to the conservative forces of the empire, 
n.ade not by. the United States govern- 
ment alone, but with powerful seconds 
in the shape of Russia and perhaps Ja- 
pan, the German government, will be 
brought to see what good policy and 
good faith both will be best served by 
avoiding interference with the peace ne- 
gotiations at this stage. The United 
States government stands steadfastly by 
the principles laid down in Secretary 
Hay’s letter of July 3d last, and as it 
secures the adhesion of all the interested 
powers to that statement of principles, 
it is hopefpl that by calling attention to 
proposed infractions these may be pre- 
vented.

CARRIES ABOUT $60,000,000 


Coosa and Chattaho»chee Rivers Are

eee, Washington, February 18.—The senate 

7 committee on commerce today concluded 
the consideration of the river and harbor 
bill. Action upon several amendments 
heretofore adopted has been reconsidered 
and various house provisions recast until 
the total appropriations have been re- 
duced below that made by the house. 
The Nicaraguan canal amendment was 
voted down today. The bill will be re- 
ported to the senate tomorrow. 

The committee made horizontal cuts 
on all important items, these reductions 
amounting to one-fourth in all the ap- 
propriations of over $50,000. in immediate 
cash appropriations, and one-third in all 
appropriations in excess of $300,000 for 
continuing contracts. In some instances 
the committee had thcreased the amounts 
provided by the heuse, and in cases of 
this kind the reductions amounted in 
some instances to a practical return to 
the house figures. There were also some 
entirely new items added by the commit- 
tee, All were reduced, The bill, there- 
fore, is practically a new measure as to 
amounts. The totals approximate $60,000,- 
000.

KNOX. OF PENNSYLVANIA, MAY 


BE NEXT ATTORNEY GENERAL

Washington, February 18.—(Special.)— 
It seems to be practically assured that 
Pkiilip C. Knox, of Pittsburg, a warm 
personal friend of the president, will be 
attorney general in the new cabinet, suc- 
ceeding Attorney General: Griggs. Mr. 
Knox is one of the most successful law- 
yers of Pennsylyania and possesses es- 
pecially excellent qualifications for a 
place in a republican cabinet through 
his long identification with great corpo- 
rations. He has been noted as the attor- 
ney for the Carnegie interests for a long 
time and has done so well with his cor- 
roration practice that ‘he is reputed to be 
in the millionaire class himself, He can, 
therefore, afford to become a member of 
the cabinet.

‘There is something very uncanny 
about an earthquake shock,”’ said a gen- 
tleman yesterday who had been ,speaking 
of the recent seismic disturbances in Ten- 
nessee and the terror caused by them. 

“The sensation,” he continued ‘‘caused 
by the quivering and rocking of the 
earth thrills every fiber of a person with 
awe. I saw this forcibly illustrated at 
the time Charleston was wrecked. That 
earthquake shock was perceptible 
throughout Georgia, being especially no- 
ticeable in the middle part of the state. 

“The night of the earthquake there was 
a Methodist camp meeting in progress at 
Bluff Springs, near Zebulon. There was 
a great crowd at the meeting and the peo- 
ple didn’t seem to be in a very religious 
frame of mind to me. The preacher de- 
livered an eloquent sermon on death and 
the judgment and at its close mourners 
were invited to the altar. But the peo- 
ple didn’t take kindly to the invitation 
and only three or four went up to. be 
prayed for. The minister begged the peo- 
ple to come forward, but his appeals fell 
on deaf ears. Back some distance from 
the stand the young people were chatting 
as unconcernedly as if the issues of 
time and eternity had not been presente¥ 
to them. 

“The minister seemed to be discouraged 
by the coldness of his hearers and was 
on the point of closing the service. But 
just as he was about to say ‘let us pray,’ 
the first slight shock was felt. In an 
instant everybody under that stand be- 
came as still as death itself. Faces 
blanched and eyes were opened wide in 
terror. No one at first seemed: to realize 
what had caused the earth to rock as if 
in a spasm. With the coming of the next 
shock, however, some realized what it 
meant and the cry of ‘earthquake’ was 
heard. ; 

“Hardly had the dread word ‘been ut- 
tered when there was a rush for the 
mourner’s bench. I never saw such a 
stampede in my life. In less time than 
it takes to write the altar was surrounded 
by hundreds who were dazed by terror 
and crying on the Lord for mercy. A 
third shock came while those frightened 
people were at the altar and it came near 
throwing some of them into convulsions. 

“The minister was the only one who 
seemed not to be frightened and he began

Bananas 
ripen very rapidly in a warm place and 
the result was that the next morning 
the fruit was sufficiently ripe to offer 
for sale. 

‘‘T don’t vouch for the story. I tell the 
tale as "twas told to me, but I can swear 
that I have never eaten a banana since 
I heard the story.”

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CARNEGIE GTS. 1 LUMP 


Will Receive 150 for His Stock. 
, Millions. ‘To. Go ‘in Commis- 
sions—At the. Capitalization 
13 Per Cent MWvyidends 
Are Expected.

New York, February.18.—It was re- 
ported in Wall street today that the 
final papers-in the new steel consolidation 
would - be signed at a meeting at the 
Metropolitan Club this evening at which 
J. Pierpont Morgan will .be present. The 
capital wilh consist of $400,000,000 7 per 
cent preferred stock and $400,000,000 com- 
mor .stock,.. besides which $300,000,000 5 
per cent first mortgage bonds will be 
issued, ' a 
‘All the present stocks and bonds of 
the constituent companies are to be can- 
celed if the plans now in prospect are 
carried through. This depends upon the 
stockholders of the constituent’ compa- 
nies. If they should oppose the consoli- 
dation the plans first broached, for a 
company of relatively small capital to 
absorb the Carnegie company, would. be 
carried out. 

Bondholders of the Carnegie company 
are to receive bonds of the new company 
bond for bond, and Mr. Carnegie him- 
self is to receive bonds in exchange for 
his $83,000,000 stock at 150, giving him 
$124,500,000 and leaving about $15,000,000 of 
bonds to be used for organization and 
bankers’ commissions. Mr. Carnegie will 
have no stock in the.new company, but 
will hold $207,500,000 of the new bonds. 

Minority Stockholders. 


Those minority stockholders who have 
not been paid cash are to receive 150 for 
their holdings in the preferred stock of 
the company and a bonus of an equal 
amount of common stock. This would 
take $105,500,000 preferred and an equal 
amount of common stock of the new 
company, leaving  $294,500,000 preferred 
and $294,500,000 common to be divided 
among the other companies. 

The earnings of the constituent com- 
panies last year amounted to $98,000,000. 
The interest on the new issues of bonds 
will be $15,000,000 and other charges will 
increase this to $18,000,000. Add this to 
the $46,000,000 due per annum on the pre- 
ferred stock and there remains about 18 
per cent possible to bé paid as dividends 
on the common sto¢k if last year’s earn- 
ings should be maintained. 

While banking interests have been 
sounded on the question of underwriting 


the securities heugeated by the corpo- 
ration that is ia. coy ins the, business 
now done by the vVarigus steel companies, 
definfte proposals Wave been held up 
pending settlement with the ’Moore in- 
terest and the formal transfer of the 
properties.

To Acquire Coal Roads. 


The plans that the great steel combina- 
tion has under way include the acquire- 
ment of control of certain coal and iron 
railways operating in what will be the 
steel and iron territory. This first re- 
ported accomplished appears in the pur- 
chase of control of the Cleveland, Lorajn 
and Wheeling railroad, which is capital- 
ized at $8,000,000.

GIVES IMPORTERS ADVICE 


Tells Them To Take Their Grievances 
to the Court of General Ap- 
praisers— Illinois Manu- 
facturers Want Gage’s 
Order Revoked, 


Washington, February 18.—In speaking 
today of his recent order imposing a 
countervailing duty on Russian sugars, 
Secretary Gage said: 


“It is not a question of what the manu- 
facturers, refiners or beet suk®ar raisers 
desire or think ought to be. It is a ques- 
tion purely of law and fact. The secre- 
tary of the treasury is sworn,to enforce 
the law, not to make law. The last de- 
cision as to the liability of Russian sugar 
to pay a countervailing duty is based on 
the department’s apprehension of the law 
and of the facts. The board of. general 
appraisers is a body constituted by con- 
gress especially to hear and judicially de- 
termine disputed questions of law and of 
fact growing out of the administrations 
of customs laws. Our own citizens take 
their grievances there, the importers of 
Russian sugar may take their grievances 
there. The way is open for prompt 
hearing and determination.” 

Says Russia Pays Bounty. 

To numerous inquiries the secretary 
sent answers substantially as follows: 

‘“‘After careful consideration of the ef- 
fects of the Russian law and regulations 
upon the price of that exportation, as ex- 
emplified in reports from our consular 
offieers in Russia, thig department has 
arrived at the conclusion that Russia in- 
directly pays or bestows a bounty on the 
exports of sugar within the meaning of 
section 5 of the act of July 24, 1897, and 
consequently that it was my duty under 
the law to proclaim the net amounts of 
such bounties for the assessment of addi- 
tional duties, which was done by depart- 
ment circular No. 10 of February 14, 1901. 

‘It is to be regretted that the Russian 
minister of finance should have considered 
this action in the light of a discrimination 
on our part against Russian commerce, as 
stated in our recent dally press, and have 
withdrawn from our imports into Russia 
the privileges of the conventional tariff of 
that country, to which the United States 
is entitled under ‘the most favored nation 
clause’ in our treaty of commerce and 
navigation with Russia of 1832. 

“The allegation of discrimination ap- 
pears to be unfounded in view of the fact 
that sugars coming from other bounty 
paying countries, such as France, Ger- 
many, Belgium, etc., are subjected to ad- 
ditional duties under said section 5, and 
that, unless the above stated conclusion of 
this department is reversed by a compe- 
tent tribunal, the exemption of Russian 
sugars from additional duty would rightly 
be regarded by the other bounty-paying 
countries as a discrimination against them 
and in favor of Russia. 

“Tt ig hoped that upon a proper presen- 
tation of the matter to the Russian gov- 
ernment by our department of state, the 
reputed order of the Russian minister of 
finance will be revoked.” 


Want Gage’s Order Revoked. 


Chicago, February 18.—The board of di- 
rectors of the Illinois Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation today called a meeting of the 
association for February 23d to plan to se- 
cure a reversal of Secretary Gage’s Rus- 
sian sugar duty decision and adopted the 
following resolution: 

‘Resolved, That it is the: sense 
board of directors of the Illinois 
facturers’ Association that the recent 
ruling of the treasury department on the 
matter of importation of sugar from Rus- 
sia will. under existing circumstances and 
the retaliatory attitude taken by the Rus- 
sian government, most seriously affect, if 
not destroy, the export trade of this coun- 
try to Russia. 

‘That the total imports of sugar from 
Russia amounted in 1900 to but $340,000 and 
the exports from this to that country 
amounted to over $30,000,000." 

Speedy Settlement Expected. 

St. Petersburg, February 18.—The cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press is in- 
formed that the Americans in St. Peters- 
burg regard the attitude of the Russian 
people and press as extremely gratifying 
and as a prognostication of a speedy set- 
tlement of the commercial differences or, 
in all events, as a guarantee against 
worse results, There are some who think 
M. De Witt struck over hastily and 
angrily and believe a reaction or a modifi- 
cation is possible. 

Anarticle in The Boersen Zeitung indi- 
cates that commercial circles would wel- 
come a settlement not disturbing to 
American commerce. It says: 

“German intrigue is responsible. Secre- 
tary Gage could not have done other- 
wise.’

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Alabama Senator Speaks Agains! 
Ship Subsidy Bill 


MEASURE NEARLY CRIMINAL

So the Alabamian Suggestse—Daniel 
Opposes Measure To Prevent 
Hazing on Account of Its. 
Harshn@ss—Postal Ap- 
propriation Bill. 


Washington, February 18.—Nearly the 
whole of today’s session of the senate 
was devoted to consideration of the post- 
office appropriation bill. So far as com- 
mittee amendments to the measure are 
concerned, the bill practically was com- 
pleted, although the amendment appro- 
priating $600,000 for an extension of the 
pneumatic tube service remains undis- 
posed of. 

Mr. Pettus, of Alabama, delivered a 
speech in opposition to the ship subsidy 
bill. The quaint humor with which the 
address was replete, and his unique ar- 
raignment of democrats who supported 
the measure, attracted unusual atten- 
tion. 

The conference report on the military 
academy appropriation bill was laid be- 
fore the senate, and Mr. Daniel, of Vir- 
ginia, made a vigorous attack upon the 
provision which debars a cadet convicted 
of hazing from ever holding a commis- 
sion in the army, navy or marine corps. 
The report is pending. 

* Pettus on Ship Subsidy. 


Mr. Pettus likened the beneficiaries un- 
der the subsidy bill to two attorneys who 
once had won in the courts by questiona- 
ble methods a noted case involving a 
large amount of cotton. As the two 
were dividing the $5,000 fee one of them 
remarked gravely: 

“We are not in danger of going to the 
poorhouse, but are \we not rubbing up 
against the walls of the nenitentiary?” 

“The beneficiaries of this. bill,”’ said 
Mr. Pettus, “‘will never be in danger of 
the poor house.”’ (Laughter.) 

The postoffice appropriation bill. which 
was then taken uwun,\ carried $124,308,088. 
Explaining the committee amendment ap- 
propriating $500,000 for the extension of 
the transportation of mail by the pneu- 
matic tube system, Mr. Wolcott said the 
provision was practically the same as 
that proposed in the last session of con- 
gress except that it provided for the 
continuation of contracts for pneumatic 
tube service, which, by limitation, expire 
on July ist next. 

Mr. Allison madé a point of order 
against the provision that it was general 
legislation on an appropriation bill. 

The chair (Mr. Beveridge) held the point 
well taken. 

Mr. Mason made an appeal to Mr. Al- 
lison to withdraw his point of order, 
contending that its effect would be to 
deprive Chicago of the same facilities as 
are enjoyed by the people of New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston. 

Finally the point of order went over 
until tomorrow. ~~ 


PostaI Commission Attacked. 


Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, offered 
an amendment reducing the sum appro- 
priated for inland transportation of mail 
by inland routes from $34,700,000 to $32,- 
000,000 and authorizing the postmaster 
general to readjust the cost of carrying 
the mails over railroad routes and re- 
duce it at least 5 per cent. 

Mr. Butler criticised the postal com- 
mission and asked that a considerable 
part of the report of the commission deal- 
ing with postal charges be read. 

Both Mr. Wolcott and Mr. Chandler 
protested that this would be a waste of 
the senate’s time. The latter said that 
unless the appropriation bills were dis- 
posed of promptly an extra session was 
likely to be forced. While personally he 
was in favor of an extra session, as he 
weuld not then be in the senate and he 
enjoyed seeing others work, he knew 
that many senators were not in favor of 
an extra session. 

Mr. Butler modified his request, having 
read only a brief section of the report. 

The bill was then laid aside for the 
day. 

The Louisiana purchase exposition bill 
passed by the house was laid before the 
senate and referred. 

Mr. Sewell, of New Jersey, called up 
the conference. report on the military 
academy appropriation bill. 

Daniel Opposes Hazing Bill. 

Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, inquired if the 
measure as agreed upon by the conferees 
proyided that a cadet convicted of hazing 
should be debarred from holding a com- 
mission in the United States army, navy 
or marine corps. 

Mr. Sewell replied yes. 

Mr. Daniel protested against such ac- 
tion by congress, declaring that to enact 
‘such an extreme and cruel provision’’ 
would be worse than the offense of haz- 
ing itself. “It is an extreme and gross 
invasion of personal rights,’’ said he, 
‘*tto whch I could never give my assent.”’ 
He said it would cause the good sense 
of the country to revolt and would be a 
stain upon the statute books. He would 
not vote for any bill or for any confer- 
ence report that meted out so cruel and 
lifelong a puishment for an offense that 
might be committed in the thoughtless- 
ness of youth. He declared his inten- 
tion of insisting that the provision should 
be stricken from the report. 

The report went over until tomorrow. 

At 5:50 o’clock the senate went into 
executive session and at 6 o’clock ad- 
journed.

Somebody 
has got to make the fight some time, and 
the time to tegin is now.” 

There was good reascn, he said, for the 
term of twenty-one years being fixed. 
That was the time decided on by a con- 
ference of meyors from many parts of 
the country. No other limit had such a 
concensus of opinion in its support as 
that. If the veto is sustained, he said, 
the matter will work out so that the 
people will get what they want. 

“We are asked to override this vcio. 
Shall we condemn the mayor who is try- 
ing to do something for the city—who» is 
trvine to preserve its property? No; let’s 
rally to him and support him.” 

Harvey Johnson’s Attitude. 

“Tf I had the power to cast a vote on 
this question today,”’ said Chairman John- 
son, who had taken the floor, “and I 
theught that vote would cast a stigma 
upon the mayor, I would not vote that 
way. I know that he was actuated only 
by motives that are sincere and honest. 
If this -esolution had in it any idea of re- 
ficction on his character, I would join you 
in the figkt upon it to the finish. 

“My distinguished colleague is in error. 
If he can show me that by denying the 
wishes of 16,000 men, women and children 
he can get one dollar for Atlanta, I'll sur- 
render. I am now preparing an ordinance 
to tax both of these railroad companies 
$300 per mile, which would give the city 
about 4 per cent on their gross receipts. 
Thev’ll both fight it, and it will be the 
first time they were ever together. Savan- 
nah has put a mileage tax upon her street 
and a member of the supreme 
court toid me that we cculd do it. 

“Carter Harrison did veto that fifty- 
year franchise, but if he had not done it 
he would have been hung.” 

Mr. Johnson said he did not pelieve in 
any state law controlling the franchises 
Atlanta should be 
run by her own citizens, and not by any 
legislature anywhere. 

“Judge Tompkins can't build a railroad 
from Jackson street to Peachtree,”’ he

Councilman Barrett then made a brief 
speech in favor of overriding the mavors 
veto. Many had asked him to support 
the franchise, he said, and he intended to 
do it. 

“The mayor says tnis matter of a few 
blocks will fill their pockets with money,”’ 
he saic. ‘‘What then, in the name of Gui, 
will one hundred miles do?’ 

Councilman Kontz’s Stand. 

Councilman Kontz said he had hen 
trying for some time to reach the con- 
clusion as to what was for the best inter- 
ests of the pe»nple of Atlanta. It was a 
question, he said, whether a company 
should be allowed to have such valuable 
property without a dollar’s compensation, 
cr should be made to pay for it. 

“*This,’’ he said, “is not a question of 
one street railroad. I am not here,’ he 
asserted, ‘‘to advocate anything in order 
to get vour esuffrages for any position. 
There have been some threats made 
against those wh» stand in favor of this 
veto. I don’t know that I shall ever be a 
candidate again for any office. I will nct 
say in advance, however, that TI will not. 
But, even if I knew that I would not get 
a single one of your votes, I would act as 
I thought it my duty to act. 

“It is said that there have cven been 
threats of physical violence cast at this 
body if it sustained the mayor's veto. 
I knew that was true, and even if every 
wan and woman standing around were 
mv foe, I would stil! vote for that which 
I believe to be right. I know that my 
motives will be impugned by some, but 
I would rather go to my fireside carrying 
my own self-respect, with the thoucht of 
having done that which TI belleved to be 
right, than to have cause to hang my 
head in shame before the child that greets 
me at my door.”’ 

Councilman Kontz gave some figures to 
show how little revenue the city is now 
deriving from the railroads within ‘ts 
lin its. Al] the railroads entering Atlanta, 
including the street railroads, pay the city 
as taxes upcey their lines, their depots and 
all other rroperty,.the munificent sum of 
$18,000 a yar. 

The Only Sensation. 

The only sensational incident of the en- 
tire session occurred during the speech 
made by Councilman Longino, who urged 
the overriding of the veto. 

Councilman Longino had arisen to ex- 
plain his vote to overrice the veto. He 
stated why he had voted as he did on a 
number of franchise questions which 
came before council; it was because the 
people affected wanted them that wav. 
Coming up to the Forrest avenue fran- 
chise, he said the fourth ward commit- 
tee had sent a representative to the 
mayor and asked him what he would 
do with regard to this franchise. The 
representative, Mr. Eggleston, returned 
with a reply that was non-committal. 
That would not,do, so 2% representative 
was sent to ask him for a definite an- 
swer. 

“The reply was brought back,”’ he said, 
“that the mayor stated that if council 
and the aldermanic wari passes ‘the 
franchise he would approve it.’

Councilman Terry made his first speech 
before council.

It was council's duty to 
pass the franchise, he said, and he hoped 
every councilman would vote egainst the 
veto. 

‘I am very familiar with the Forrest 
avenue franchise,” said Councilman Min- 
hinnett, ‘‘and I wou'd like to sustain the 
mayor in his position.

PUT “SMASHER’ 
IN PRISON CELL 


Mrs, Carrie Nation Jailed on 
a Peace Warrant 


WOULD NOT GIVE BOND 


Declares That She Will Continue 
Smashing Unt'l Every Scloun 
Is Closed—Axserts Saloons 
Are Nuisances and 
Have No Rights. 


Topeka, Kas., February 18.—Mrs. Na- 
tion is now in the county jail as a result 
of her trial on a peace warrant before 
Judge Hazen today. The warrant was 
sworn to by officials of the Moeser Cold 


Storage Company, ‘whose plant Mrs. Na- 
tlon entered yesterday mornirg. 

Mrs. Nation acted as her own attorney 
in the trial. Judge Hazen placed her 
under a $2,000 bond to keen the peace and 
or@ered her to apnear before h'm at the 
next term of the court. 

Mrs. Nation refused to give the bond 
and said she would go to jail. She is now 
detained in the hospital roum of the coun- 
ty jail. where she will probably remain 
for some time. 

In the city court this morning argu- 
ments were given in the case brought 
against Mrs. Nation by the proprietors of 
the wrecked ‘‘Senate’’ saioon, Judge Mc- 
Cabe said he would take the matter under 
advisement until Thursday morning. 

Quoted from Bible. 

The courtroom was crowded. Mrs. Na- 
tion’s attorney had, besides a great num- 
ber of legal books, many quotations from 


the Bible. Mrs. Nation sat behind her at- 
torney and spent most of ner time grit- 
ing upon a smal] table. The argument 
was commenced by the defense. In speak- 
ing in the first case of a parallel to Mrs. 
Nation's ' smashing Attorney Dumenil 
said: 

“It is found in the Bible in the Temple. 
We fird by Matthew that Christ entered 
the temple and abolished that nuisance.”’ 

He cited the New Hampshire law which 
States that the party abating a nuisance 
does not have to do it in a manner best 
suited to the other party. That means, 
he said, that the liquor does not have to 
be carefully poured out. The New Hamp- 
shire statute says public nuisances may 
be abated by the acts of the individuals.”’ 

At this point Mrs, Nation !eft her seat 
and opened a window. The cold wind 
swept in and blew the papers about the 
courtroom. 

“Close that window anu open it from 
the top,’’ said Judge McCabe to Marshal 
Ross. 

Mrs. Nation took her seat and Ross 
Closed the lower sash and opened the top 
sash. Mrs. Nation rushed back and threw 
up the lower sash again.

Mrs. Nation became restless as the trial 
progressed, and paid little attention to 
the lawyers, and walked about the court- 
rcom whispering with the spectators and 
the members of the home defenders. 

Lawyer Dumenil referred to the Ncw 
Jersey equity report which stated thet a 
man had the right to abate a common 
nuisance without proceeding through the 
courts, but afterwards, if the court found 
he had made a mistake, and that the

had ruled that wherever council and the 
aldermanic board had acted separately on 
a proposition, as required by law, they 
should act separately on it from begin- 
ning to end. He said he would not take 
an appeal from the chair’s decision as 
any reflection. 

Councilman Rawson then appealed from 
the decision of the chair, and Council- 
ran Grady, arguing the question, assert- 
ed that the chair had decided correctly 
and in accordance with the law, and it 
was, therefore, not a question for an ap- 
peal. 

City Attorney Mayson was asked for an 
opinion, and he stated that the chair was 
correct, that the law required that coun- 
cil and the aldermanic board should act 
separately to the end on all questions 
where they were required at all to act 
separately. 

The ‘‘Noes’’ Were Hissed. 

Councilman Rawson then withdrew his 
appeal, The roll ‘was then called and the 
first three councilmen yoted for the reso- 
lution to override the mayor's veto. 

“No,” said Councilman Lewis when his 
name was called, and his vote was greet- 
ed with a storm of hisses. The chair 
called sternly for order and said the of- 
fense must not be repeated. It was re- 
peated, however, when Cvouncilman Reed 
yoted “No.” 

“I demand that these demonstrations 
stop,”’ said Alderman Welch, “or I shall 
ask the chair to have the marshal clear 
the room before we proceed with the 
vote,”’ 

There ‘were no more hisses while the 
vote was being taken. It stood as fol- 
lows: 

For the Resolution—Councilmen Barrett, 
Fincher, Rawson, Minhinnett, Terry, Gar- 
rett, Glass, Longino and Hill. 

Against the Resolution—Councilmen 
Lewis, Reed, Adams, Grady and Kontz. 


When the result was announced there’ 


was further hissing as the people started 
to leave the council] chamber. Chairman 
Johnson had to demand order again be- 
fore an adjournment could be had. Coun- 
cil then adjourned until this afternoon at 
3 o'clock. 

The resolution lacked just one-third of a 
vote of kaving passed, two-thirds being 
required to override the mayor’s veto. 
Mr. Meador Makes a Statement. 


Mr. Meador was at the meeting of the 
council and heard the statement made by 
Dr. Longino. When asked concerning it 
he said: 

“In the discussion of the reconsideration 
of the franchises by the council of last 
year I stated that I could not go to the 
mayor-elect on the question of veto, if the 
new council should adopt them, but stated 
I did not believe the mayor would veso 
these franchises. At that time the mayor 
had not been inaugurated and had nut 
announced his position on the twenty-one 
years mit of franchises.”’

Commercial “Ishmaelitism. 


The policy of commercial ishmaelit- | 


ism, which the republican party advo- 
cates against forelgn nations, has re- 
ceived the first striking notice that 
“: is a game at which two nations can 
play. 

When Secretary Gage thought that 
he, could serve the American sugar 
trust at the expense of the Hussian 
people, he found the Russian minister 
of finance ready for him. As a conse- 
quence, if the American treasury de- 
cision in regard to Russian sugar is 
maintained, the Russian restrictions 
against American trade will go into 
force on the lst of March. What this 
means is thus explained: 

The immediate effect of the Russian de- 
cree, when it bécomés operative, on March 
ist, will be to increase by © per cent the 
duties on American machinery, steel and 
iron goods. These goods alrcady enjoy 
two separate reductions, 30 per cent Leing 
taken off from the general and 20 per cent 
from the conventional duties. 

The articles referred to in the Russian 
decree are machinety and tools of every 
kind, manufactures and products of cast 
iron and _ steel. Roughly stated, the 
United States is said to*nave exported 
goods of this description to Russia last 
year to the-amount of about $30,000,000. 
The addition of 50 per cent to the duty 
will, it is thought, prove practically , pro- 
hibitory. 

The action taken today means that the 
Russian government will not concern itself 
with a test case nor await the issue of 
such @ case. However, there is an expec- 
tation that the American importers of 
Russian sugar will make the fight in their 
own interest. Some cargoes of Russian 
sugar are now afloat, and on the way to 
the United States, where at least One is 
due to arrive in the next ten aays. It is 
not doubted that the consignees in the 
United States will, rather than pay the 
countervailing duty, which would make it 
impossible to compete with other sugar, 
make up a test case. If the issue favors 
the Russian side, then the obnoxious de- 
cree will be qamended, although it is not 
denied that the Russian government feels 
offended. . 

The, republican idea of trade rela- 
tions is that our customers have no 
rights. It is a policy by which our 
customers would be starved out. The 
democratic idea is that to sell our own 
goods we must tratle with a solvent 
people, having something to exchange 
with us. The basis of sound trade is 
exchange—a fact of which republicans 
seem to be ignorant.

The effort of the republicans to make 
it appear that the Spooner amendment 
for the government of the Philippines 
is in line with the method adopted to- 
ward Louisiana is wel] exposed by 
The Philadelphia Times, which says 
that “when Louisiana was added to the 
United States by treaty, with a pro- 
Vision that the inhabitants should be 
incorporated into the union as soon as 
possible, and in the meantime main- 
tained and protected in the free em- 
ployment of their liberty, property and 
religion, there existed a French colo- 
nial government at New Orleans, and 
it Was necessary to provide at once for 
the continuance of its functions until 
a temporary government could be es“ 
tablished in the territory.” 

The congressional] enactment regard- 
ing Loutsiana was in these words: 

Until the expiration of the present ses- 
sion of congress, or unless provision be 
sooner made for the temporary govern- 
ment of the said territories, all the mili- 
tary, civil and judicial powers exercised 
by the officers of the existing government 
of the same shall be vested in such person 
and persons and shall] be exercised in such 
manner as the president of the United 
States shal] direct, for maintaining wend 
protecting the inbabitants - of Louisiana 
in the full enjoyment of their liberty, 
property and religion. 

This temporary government, which 
Was really a continuance of the exist- 
ing government, was displaced during 
the same session of congress by the 
legislation necessary to place it in its 
proper relation toward our govern- 
ment, 

The Spooner amendment, as will be 
Seen, is vastly different, both in pur- 
pose and definiteness: 

That all military, civil and judicial pow- 
ers necessary to govern the Philippine 
islands * * * shal), until! otherwise pro- 
vided by congress, be vested in :uch per- ; 
son or persons and shall be exercised in} 
such manner as the presidert of the 
United States shall direct, for the estab- 


lishment of civil government and for 
maintaining, etc. 


The one act was for the purpose of 
honestly extending the Amerfcan con- 
stitution over the new territory; the 
other is not.

The Chagrin of Captain Carter. 

Human sympathy, notwithstanding 
the character of the man, wil] go out 
to him when he has been driven into 
his last resort.

The Jury System Criticised. 

The criticiam of our present jury 
system by Jtstice Brewer, of the 
United States supréme court, is so se- 
vere that it is being widely debated. 

Justice Brewer declares that the pres- 
ent ;ystem is a relic of barbarism, 
maintaining its place through an ultra- 
¢onservatism which fears to strike at 
existing things. The selection of a 
jury has become a play for ignorant 
men upon whom advocajes May impose_ 


their views. The treatment of the jury 
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‘through his dress suit case. 


is worse than that- accorded to crim- 
inals in jail. The requirement of una- 
nimity in the decision is a concession 
to fraud and stubbornness. In fact, 
the justice would revise the whole sys- 
tem so that common sense would rule 
in the deliberations as weil as in the 
treatment of a jury. 

The system of locking up a jury so 
as to have no ccmmunication with the 
outside world, while the judge on the 
bench is permitted to go where he 
pleases, is a contradiction. If it be 
important that the jury should be 
locked up, is it not equally important 
that the judge should be locked up as 
well? What right have we to impute 
possible corruption to the jury any 
more than to the judge himself? The 
jury is supposed to be composed of 
men of like honor and integrity as the 
judge, and should be treated in the 
same manner. 


Suicide Is Lunacy. 

That suicide is lunacy is proven by 
the experiment of Professor Heller, of 
Kiel university. 

He has made autopsies on 300 sui- 
cides in five years and states that he 
found the brains of 43 per cent showed 
distinct malformation; 29 per cent of 
the remainder were suffering at the 
time of their death from acute febrile 
inflammation; 143 of the aggregate had 
organs diseased by al@Oholism.

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HOW THE ORPHAN BRIGADE 
FOUGHT TO A FINISH 


N Professor Shaler’s article, ‘‘Man and 
Nature in America,’’ published tn your 

issue of January 27th, he says: “On 
May 7, 1864, the brigade (alluding to the 
First Kentucky brigade, better known as 
the Orphan brigade) left Dalton on its 
long continued retreat before Sherman, 
with 1.140 rank and file. Wuring the sub- 
sequent hundred days, in almost continu- 
ous action. it took 1,060 death or hospital 
wounds. At the end of that time it had 
but 240 present for duty. There were less 
than a dozen unaccounted for. i. e. not 
more than that number of desertions. The 
noble remnant ‘was then so far crippled 
that it would not longer march. The com- 
mand’ was therefore broken up and the 
men used as orderiies.’’ 

The statements in which Professor Sha- 
ler errs are contained in the last two sen- 
‘tences. Nobody who knows Shaler could 
conceive him capable of misrepresenting 
this famous body of men. Himself a gal- 
lant federal officer, he was among the 
first after the war to recognize the sterl- 
ing manhood of his fellow-Kentuckians 
who had fought him, but who had now 
come home broken in fortune, many of 
them maimed in body and enervated by 
wounds and disease, to begin their civil 
career. And later. in an enthnological 
study published in Scribner's, 1900, he 
wrote at some length of tne Orphan Dri- 
gade—having selected it as a representa- 
tive body of confederate troops, illustrat- 
ing certain American qualities which he 
had under discussion. He pald a noble 
tribute to these men, which attracted wide 
attentlon and has been often quoted 
north and south. 

His remark in The Cemstitution, how- 
ever, is misleading, when he says the 
command was so crippled that it would 
not march. I think that there is a mis- 
print here—that he said could not march: 
but even that is erroneous, for it did 
march, and would have marched “into the 
jaws of death’’ at the very time of which 
Professor Shaler writes, had the exegen- 
cles of the occasion demanded desperate 
deeds. True, they wera but a remnant of 
the gallant band that began the unparal- 
leled campaign four months _ before. 
Weary and worn were they now and bit- 
terly d!sappointed because their wonderful 
patience under hardship and their gallant 
fighting found them farther away from 
home and prospects of ultimate triumph 
aprarently lessening as the days went by. 
but they were not ‘in despair, and there 
was no sign of insubordination. There was 
no thought of disbanding. 

On the day of’ the last battle at Jones- 
boro (September 1, 1864,) most of the com- 
mand was captured because a brigade on) 
its left was broken by repeated onsets of 
a strong federal force and a flank was so 
exposed that the enemy took them in the 
rear. That night Hardee, to whose corps 
the Orphan brigade belonged, retreated to 
Lovejoy. On the evening of Séptember 3d, 
General Bate, of whose division (Breckin- 
ridge’s old division) the Kentuckians form- 
ed a part, was ordered to Bear Creek sta- 
tion, four miles farther down the road, to 
check a cavalry raid thought to be head- 
ing in that direction. 

While at Bear Creek General Lewis re- 
ceived an order to proceed to Griffin to 
mount all that remained of the brigade 
(including the prisoners captured on the 
ist, for whom special arrangements for 
exchange were being made), and on the 
Ith of September, just four months from 
the time they began the Daliton-Atlanta 
campaign, these men severed their con- 
nection with the army of Tennessee. 
From Griffin they went to Barnesville, 
where they received their first install- 
ment of horses—for thé most part horses 
abandoned by Stoneman and Kilpatrick 
on their recent raids, or captured from 
them. At Barnesville the brigade num- 
bered 278 guns, some convalescents having 

in. 

gg than 200 horses were distributed 
among rank and file and efforts to procure 
a full supply were set on foot and con- 
tinued for months. The horses were in 
wretehed condition, but on receipt of them 
the little command turned out an amazing

number of veterinary surgeons, farriers 
and sadd'emakers, and the brigade was 
soon doing picket duty at Campbellton. 
then at Stockbridge and elsewhere on the 
line covering all the roads leading south- 
ward from Atlanta and growing stronger 
day by day as the wounded and sick who 
had been sent to hospital during the four 
months’ campaign found themselves suffi- 
ciently recovered to do duty as mounted 
infantry. When Shermap left Atlanta. 
November 15th, for his long march to ths 
sea, the Kentuckians, then in Iverson's di- 
vision, of Wheeler's corps, did conspicuous 
service, driving back advance or flanking 
parties of federals upon the main army 
and narrowing Sherman’s devastating 
track. .When General Wheeler was driven 
through the works at Savannah the Ken- 
tuckians were dismounted for the time, by 
order of Generad Hardee, and placed in 
the trenches. Their horses were sent over 
the river and they went to work again as 
infantry men with their long Endfield 
rifles. 

When Hardee was forced to abandon 
the place, December 22d, the Kentuckians 
crossed over and proceeded to Hardeeville. 
S. C.. where they found their horses and 
from that time till hostilities between 
Sherman and Johnston ceased, they were 
active and efficient. 

In February, 1865, General D. H. Hill, in 
command at Augusta, ordered the divisiog 
of cavalry and mounted infantry under 
General P. M. B. Young. who had suc- 
ceeded General Iverson, to be sent back 
from following Sherman in the interior 
of South Caroling and placed on the Sa- 
vannah above Augusta, and on one oc- 
casion the Kentucky brigade was station- 
ed for a time at Greene’s Cut, Ga., having 
recrossed the Savannah to meet some con- 
tingency. Here, Februery 11, 1865, a cir- 
cumstance occurred which exhibited in a 
striking light the indomitable spirit of 
these men. Jt was at a time when there 
was outspoken dissatisfaction among the 
people for whom they had been fighting. 
Some of the newspapers were advising 
submission—representing a considerable 
eiement of the people who were crying 
for peace on any terms. This incensed 
the Kentuckians to such a degree that 
they met that day, officers and men, and 
passed resolutions denouncing the spirit 
that prompted such exhibitions of dis- 
loyalty to the confederacy. They had 
suffered much and long, they. said, but 
they were not willing to accept peace on 
the jerms offered; that the minle ritle was 
the best peace commissioner; and that the 
disloyal ought to be placed in the ranks 
with true men, with Endfields in thgir 
hands, where they could be taught how 
their government should be supported. 
They sent a copy of the resolutions 
(which had been unanimously passed by 
field and staff, rank and file) to General 
Lee as a greeting with the assurance that 
they would stand to their arms, shoulder 
to shoulder, as it were, to the noble army 
of Northern Virginia, as long as it re- 
mained in the field. 

In April, when a strong federal] force 
was moving up from the coast toward 
Sumter and Camden, the brigade was con- 
fronting it, and these few hundred Ken- 
tuckians were fighting severely several 
thousand to keep them from reaching 
those historic towns and destroying roll- 
ing gtock and other property which the 
government could ill afford to lose, but 
which General Lewis had eventually to 
burn to prevent its use by the enemy, 
which he saw could not be prevented from 
occupying the town. On April 16th and 
17th there were severe engagements in 
which the federals suffered disproporti- 
nate loss. and about the 20th, when a 
messenger arrived to annvuunce that there 
was a truce between Johnston and Sher- 
man, the brigade was harrassing the rear 
of the federal forces as they were making 
their way back to the coast. 

After Johnston's surrender was an- 
nounced the command started back to- 
ward the Savannah, but such was the un- 
yielding temper of the Jittle band that

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serve aw jurors and | f@on’'t blame them. 
The jury system aa it is at present admin- 
istered is little more than a of a 
semi-barbaric age 

‘The juror is treated little better thane 
criminal. He is lccked up at night and is 
given little more pay than a day laborer. 
He is compelled to listen to the wrangle 
of lawyers. I hope that the time will 
come when the juror will be treated like 
a gentleman and when he will receive the 
pay of a business man. I also hope that 
the jury system of conviction will give 
way in which the concurrence of a rea- 
sonable number of jurors shall determine 
the verdict. e 

“It is one of the duties of American citi- 
zeuship to perform the duties of a wit- 
ness when summoned into court, although 
under the present system the witness is 
treated like a liar and is browbeaten by 
opposing lawyers. But the juror and the 
witness should strive for their own ele- 
vation, and should perform their duties 
of citizenship in these respects when 
called on to do 80. 

‘It has been said that prohibitory laws 
are the most certain incentives of per- 
jury known. Both witnesses and jurors 
are parleying with conscience, and their 
attitudes spring from objection to the 
law. I do not mean to say that some of 
them may be unwise. I don’t mean to 
say that sometimes the people may be 
made good by statutes or ordinances, but 
I do wish to say that when a city passes 
an ordinance it is the duty of.its residents 
to uphold it.”’

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Bodies of Mrs Helen Wilson 
and Young Hamilton 
Solve Mystery 


BEJECTED SUITOR SLEW 


HIS LOVE. AND. HIMSELF 


fwo Bodies Remained on the Chat- 
tahoochee’s Banks for a Week. 
Preys to a Forest Fire and 
the Elements—Coroner’s 
Jury Verdicts. 


Cola in death, marked by pistol balls 
and charred by the flames of a flerce for- 
est fire, the bodies of Mrs. Helen M. Wil- 
aon and William Hamilton were found 
yesterday morning in a patch of woods 
near the Chattahoochee river. 

The finding of the bodies gave tha solu- 
tion of the mystery that has been vexing 
ithe ddtective department and making 
frantic with grief the relatives of the 
couple since their sudden disappearance 
on Monday morning, February lith. It 
has resulted in the total prostration of 
the mother of Mrs. Wilson, who, it is 
thought, will hever recover from the 

shock of the ghastly news. 
| The bodies were found about 1500 vards 
from the road crossing Chattahoochee 
river near some old breastworks, half a 
mije from the bridge. 

The body of Mrs. Wilson lay near that 
of Hamilton and thrgugh her right templg 
Was a hole madg by a ball from a 32-cali- 
ber pistol which sent her soul_to eternity. 
Her features were distorted and her body 
charred and burned almost beyond recog- 
nition. The left foot was burned entirely 
away. all her hair was burned off. one 
hand was charred and but little remained 
ef the clothing she had worn when she 
ieft home. 

Hamilton lay with a hole entirely 
through his head, made by a ball which 
en two inches above the right ear 
and plowed its way through the brain. 
His clothing was also badly burned and 
the disturbed leaves and growth néar 
the place where the bodies were found 
proved that death came arter a struggle. 

A 32-caliber revolver of the Smith &

Hamilton, Three"of its chambers were 
emptied, and this circumstance told the 
story of the murder and suicide and 
proved that the threat made by Hamilton 
on Sunday previous to the disappearance 
was not madg in idle jest; = 

Discovefy of the Bodies. 

The first discovery of the bodies was 
made Sunday afternoon at a late hour by 
Cafrington Kidd and Ardiff Elder, two 
negro boys, aged sixteen and twelve vears, 
respectively; but the boys did not report 
their find until yesterday morning, when 
they told it to their parents. They had 
ran away ‘when the bodies were first seen, 
but their story caused an investigation 
by the people to whom it was told. 

The news of the find reached the city 
through Dr. J. W. Fletcher, who is pro- 
prietor of a resort near the rivér and who 
has charge of the park there. When he 
verified the story brought to him and dis- 
covered that the two bodies lying in the 
hurned woods were those of a4 man and 
woman he at once telephoned to Marietta 
for Coroner M. R. Lyon, of Cobb county, 
and to Atlanta for detectives to look after 
the horrible find. 

Immediately upon receipt of the news in 
Atlanta it was surmised that the bodies 
were those of Mrs, Wilson and Hamilton, 
as the last seen of thém on the Monday 
morning of their disappearance was when 
they boarded a car going toward the river. 
The relatives of Mrs. Wilson were noti- 
fied, and together they aind Detectives 
Bedford and Walton went the scene of 
horror, where the bodies were readily 
identified. | 
Sight Was Ghastly. 

The sight of the bodies lying in their 
mutilated condition almost made the blood 
run cold in the veins of the onlookers, as 
the horror of the deed forced itself upon 
their minds. There lay the cold, dead, 
haif-cremated r€ins of what had been a 
beautiful woman and near her the young 
man, and by their sides lay the cold. 
steely pistol that had been the means of 
doing the terrible work. Still farther 
away lay the smoked edges of a box 
which had contained cigarettes and the 
asheg of a letter that had been burned, 


beside a whisky flask. 
As told in the story of the disappear- 


ance of the widow and student for the 
first time by The Constitution last Thurs- 
day morning, Hamilton had been an ad- 
mirer and suitor of Mrs. Wilson for the 
past several years. He had courted her 
at her home and away, and had sworn 
he loved her more than all else, but this 
love had been only lightly accepted by 
Mrs. Wilson. She had considered the 
student little more than a boy and had 
accepted his attentions, it is said, more 
‘out of pity for his condition, sickly and 
despondent as he was, than owt of love 
for him. | 

This marked attention on the part of 
_the young man had not been the occasion 
of much anxiety in the minds of Mrs. Wil- 
son's relatives until recently. A _ short 
time ago, however, they had talked to 
her about the affair and she is said to

This promise on her part had re- 
sulted in Hamilton’s sending her numer- 
ous letters and his attempting to see her 
on every occasion when she was called 
away from her house. 

The Disappearance of the Couple. 

On Monday, the 1ith instant, Mrs. Wil- 
son, shortly after rising, told her mother 
that she wished to visit her aunt, Mrs. 
BD, H. Kruger, who lived at 91 Piedmont 
avenue, where Hamilton was boarding, 
and that she would return to the house 
shortly. With which she left the house. 
Calling on Mrs. Kruger, she talked for 
some time about Hamilton, and asked her 
aunt not to allow him to board at thé 
house longer. This the aunt promised. 

Mrs. Wilson then left the house and 
started for home. Before she had walked 
a block Hamilton, who had evidently over- 
heard the conversation which had just 
passed in the house, joined her, and to- 
gether they walked down Piedmont ave- 
nue to Auburn. There Mrs. Wilson left 
Hamilton, went to a store on the corner, 
asked for her aunt, Mrs. Guthrie, who 
lived in the same house with her and who 
had followed her when she had first left 
home. She asked that lady a question 
regarding rent. Then she turned and re- 
joined Hamilton, walking with him as 
far as Ivy street. 

The last seen of the couple before death 
by any of the relatives of the woman 
was as they turned into Ivy street at 8:30 
o’clock that morning. It was afterwards 
developed and stated in an exclisive story 
in The Constitution ‘that the couple had 
walked to the Maine hotel cafe on Wal- 
ton street, where Mrs. Wilson had ate 
breakfast, after which both boarded a 
river-bound car. This was the last ever 
seen of the man and woman alive, 


Coroner Holds Inquest, 


After the bodies of.the couple had been 
identified and the news of the discovery 
spread over the entire surrounding coun- 
try a crowd collected about the place. 
This crowd was making horrified conjec- 
tures as to the motive of the killing, and 
talking of it otherwise when Coroner 
Lyon arrived from his home twelve miles 
away. A jury was quickly empanelled, 
and the investigation of the murder be- 
gun, 

After the bodies were identified by Mr. 
Ed Guthrie, an uncle of the murdered 
woman, and Detectives Bedford and Wal- 
ton, Carrington Kidd and Ardiff Elder 
Were sworn and asked to tell the story 
of their discovery of the bodies. The ne- 
gro boys told how they had been sent to 
the woods in search of wood when the 
find was made and how they ran awuy 
and told about it the next morning. They 
stat@i they were at first scared by the 
sight and afraid to see whether the couple 
were alive or dead. 

Dr, W. C. Fischer was then placed on 
the stand. He told the jury that death 
to the woman had resulted from the pistol 
wound and that the ball had entered her 
right temple and passed through the 
brain. He also said that Hamilton's 
death had resulted from the pistol wound 
in his head, the ball entering just above 
the right ear and passing entirely through 
the head. 

No other witnesses were introduced. A 
silverine watch was found by the jury 
upon examination of Hamilton’s body. 
Also a small chain, $4.50 in silver, a two- 
bladed pocket knife, a bunch of keys and 
a ring upon Hamilton’s remains. Upon 
the hand of Mrs. Wilson was foundé a plain 
gold ring, inside of which was engraved, 
“My Sweetheart.”’ At 12 o’clock the jury 
made up their verdict, which was as fol- 
lows: 

"We, the jury, empaneled and sworn 
by M. R. Lyon, coroner of Cobb coun- 
ty, to inquire into the causes or cause 
of the death of Mrs. Helen M. Wilson 
find from the, evidence and circum- 
stances that she came to her death 
from a pistol shot, the ball entering 
the right temple, which was sufficient 
to produce death. 

We believe the pistol shot was in- 
flicted by Will Legard Hamilton.

We, the jury, empaneled and sworn 
by M. R. Lyon, coroner of Cobb county, 
to inquire into the causes or cause of the 
death of Will Legard Hamilton, find 
from the evidence and circumstances that 
he came to his death from a pistol shot, 
the ball entering the head two inches 
above the right ear, passing through the 
head and coming out about the same 
distance aboye the left ear, which was 
sufficient to. produce death; and we be- 
lieve the same was inflicted by his own 
hand.”’ 

Undertaker Removes Bodies. 


After the jury had rendered the ver- 
dicts the coroner gave the bodies into 
the charge of Mr. Ed Guthrie, the uncle 
of Mrs. Wilson, at whose home she had 
lived. He telephoned to Undertaker H. 
M. Patterson and the bodies were 
brought to the «ity yesterday afternoon 


{ 
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at 4 o’clock. No arrangements have yet 


been made for the funerals. 

The motive which prompted Hamilton 
to send his sweetheart into eternity and 
to follow in her tracks was not questioned 
by the coroner, but the statement was 
fréely made that the cause of the trouble 
was the excessive love of the man for 
the woman and his craze for whisky. 
It was said that for more than two weeks 
orevious to the disappearance Hamilton 
had been on a protracted spree. Being 
subject to fits of the deepest despondency 
and in ill health, this mad, wild love 
of his had driven reason from his brain 
and the work on the river side was but 
the result of a crazed man’s drunken 
planning for revenge. 

It was stated that the day the life 
of Mrs. Wilson was. threatened by the 
pharmacy studént she had been the sub- 
ject of a talk/in which the wildest rav- 
ings had been uppermost and the exvres- 
sion of a maniacial, intense desire for 
a return of his love, a prominent feat- 
ure. 

When the bodies of the couple were 
found yesterday morning the supposition 
that the fire which so badly burned them 
had been made by the murderer to de- 
stroy all trace of his work was at first 
advanced, but this theory was later dis- 
sipated by the statement of many neigh- 
bors that the fire had not been started 
until Friday and that it had then been 
caused from sparks falling from a pass- 
ing engine. This latter theory is sub- 
stantiated by the fact that the fire was 
first discovered some distance from where 
the bodies were found and that it had 
burned until Sunday night. 

The bodies lay fully one hundred and 
fifty yards from the road and _ several 
hundred yards from where the fire was 
known to have started. This fact made 
it cértain that they were not burned 
until as many ag five days after the 
morning the killing was accomplished. 
While it is certain that the work of 
Hamilton was that of the most desperate 
type of despondent, crazed lovers, it is 
also sure that the burning of the bodies 
was not from his desire to hide this 
work. 

Mother of Dead Woman Prostrate. 

When the news of the death of her 
daughter was carried to Mrs. F. F. Mc- 
Crary, the mother of the murdered wo- 
man, who lives at 82 Auburn avenue, that 
aged lady fainted from the shock. Al- 
though she had felt that her daughter 
had been foully dealt with, she had not 
fortified herself sufficiently to hear the 
news of the actual happening. 

Dr. Crawford was summoned to her 
side and succeeded in restoring her. The 
aged lady’s nervous system, though, is In 
such a condition that it is now feared 
she will never recover entirely. In fact, 
her death is expected at any time, as her 
condition last night was very precariows. 
Dr. Crawford was by her side the greater 
part of yesterday. 

The little seven ‘year old daughter, 
Helen, who survives Mrs. Wilson, was 
frantic with grief all the day and kept 
crying piteously for her mother. 

Mrs. Wilson was a beautiful woman, 
thirty-three years of age, and a true 
representative uf the blonde type. Her 
husband was connected with the Potts- 
Thompson company, but had died some 
years ago from consumption. Since that 
time she has lived almost altogether at 
the home of her uncle, Mr. Ed Guthrie, 
and at the time of her disappearance re- 
sided at 82 Auburn avenue. 

She was a woman who loved her home 
and was devoted to her little daughter, 
Helen, who resembles her considerably. 
She was always a close attendant upon 
her mother, who has recently been very 
ill, and her first disappearance was the 
cause of considerable anxiety on the part 
of her relatives 

Hamilton from Mobile. 

Hamilton has lived in Atlanta several 
years. He was a student of pharmacy, 
but was said to be very wild and addicted 
to the whisky habit. His father, Dr. 
William Hamilton, resided near Annis- 
ton, Ala. He 1.*d an uncle, T. P. Hamil- 
ton, an attorney, residing in Mobile, and 
an aunt, Mrs. H. M. Godman, who lived 
also in Mobile at 112 St. Joseph street. 
For a time he was connected with the 
drug store of Dr. W. 8S. Belyeu at the 
corner of Piedmont and Edgewood ave- 


nues. 

It is stated that a regular monthly 
income was forwarded him by his aunt, 
Mrs. Godman, of Mobile, and that he did 
very little work of any character. It has 
also been stated that at one time he was 
proprietor of a beer saloon on Decatur 
street. 

His relatives have been notified of his 
death. 

The bodies of both Mrs. Wilson and 
Hamilton are now at the establishment 
of H. M. Patterson, Funeral arrange- 
ments will be made today.

"THIEF FELLS GIRL 


WITH HEAVY BLOW 


Miss Mary Logan felled to 
Floor on Porch of Her 
Home, 


——e_e_eeeee 


DARING ASSAULT 
MADE BY A NEGRO 


Miss Logan Was Followed to Her 
Home on East Ellis Street and 
Attacked After She Had 
Entered Her Yard. 

Police at Work. 


With a murderous blow from a heavy 
fence picket which he brought down with 
terrible force upon her head, a negro 
highwayman felled Miss Mary Logan to 
the ground as she gtepped upon the porch 
of her father’s residence, 43 East Bllis 
street, yesterday evening at 6:30 o'clock. 

As she sank upon her knees, dazed and 
almost insensible, the negro seized her 
purse which hung to her belt and snatch- 
ing it off, ran away. 

That murder was not committed was 
only due to the fact that the young lady 
wore a heavy velvet hat over thick braids 
of hair. Such a blow upon the bare head 
would have cleft the skull. : 

Miss Logan gave one scream as she 
sank to the ground and fhe cry was heard 
by her father, H. B. Logan, who was in 
a rear room of the house, but he thought 
it came from an opposite direction and 
he reached his daughter's side too late to 
catch a glimpse of her would-be murderer. 

The young lady had been followed down 
the street, but she did hot know it, and 
the daring negro brute even entered her 
front yard and then struck her down 
under her own roof. 

The negro found the picket in the yard 
leaning against the fence where Mr. Lo- 
gan had placed it only.a few days before. 
The picket is of heavy pine, five feet long 
amd two inches thick. It is a club that 
would kill any person if a blow was given 
on an unprotected head. The negro threw 
down his weapon of murder in order to 
seiZe the purse and he left the picket by 
the side of the young Jady, where her 
father afterwards found it. 

The affair was immediately investigated 
by the police, Captain Ball detailing Call 
Officer Mayo to look into the case. 

The officers regard the affair as one 
of the most daring and at the same time 
most brutal robberies ever committed’ 
in the city. a ee : 

How Murderous Blow Was Struck. 

A representative of .Tne Constitution 
called at the residence .a few «minutes af- 
ter the vicious assault and robbery had 
been committed. 

Miss Logan was sufféring severely from 
the blow on her head. A targe knot had 
been raised and black rings under her 
eyes showed what she had endured. Sie 
said she gid not like the publicity the af- 
fair would give her, but would tell what 
had occurred for The Constitution in order 
to warn other young girls about entering 
even their own yards late in the evening 
without being cautious, 

“I was returning home from my work,”’ 
she stated, ‘“‘and did not notice that any 
une was following me. The first thing I 
knew was that some one had struck me 
a blow on the head.«I staggered and fell 
ana my head whirled. I thought I had 
been struck by a man who wanted to 
rob me and I felt that my hour had come 
to die. The blow rendered me wtterly 
helpless and the negro hed no trouble in 
getting my purse, which hung to my belt. 
I screamed once just as I was falling, 
but the negro did not seem to mind that. 
I saw him distinctly and know he was 
a negro, although I cannot say how he 
was dressed, My father cume to me and 
assisted me into the house.” 

Mr, Logan exhibited the heavy picket 
with which his daughter had been struck. 
It was of heart pine and nothing ‘ess than 
a weapon of murder. 

Investigation by Police. 

Officer Mayo made a careful investiga- 
tion of the matter, securing every possible 
clew._ He found a negro woman who lived 
next door to Mr. Logan’s residence, who 
said she saw the robber as he ran down 
the street and she described him as being 
stout and short. She thought he wore a 
slouch hat and was poorly dressed. 

In Miss Logan's purse was only a small 
amount of money., With the money was a 
car check and a pass for the Lyceum 
theater. 

It is believed the negro followed the 
young lady when she left her office, the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company, 41 
South Broad street, and that he dogged 
Ipor footsteps, waiting for’a chance to rob 
her, and not finding an opportunity on 
the street he boldly went into her yard. 
His finding the picket was a mere acci- 
dent. He must have worn old shoes that 
made but little nolse. 

After doing his best to commit a mur- 
der and gaining the booty he was after 
he dashed out of the yard and ran in the 
direction of Peachtree street. 

The police will make every possible ef- 
fort to catch the miscreant. 


INJUNCTION CASE RESUMED. 


Railway and Power Company Fin- 
ished its Testimony. 

The hearing of the Julius L. Brown in- 
junction. petition was resumed yesterday 
morning before Judge Lumpkin in the su- 
perior court. The present indications are 
that the hearing will not be concluded 
until tomorrow. 

The railway and Power company fin- 
ished the introduction of affidavit testi- 
mony yesterday morning and the argu- 
ment has begun. The gist of the evidence 
presented yesterday was to prove that 
the construction of a line of street rail- 
way in front of the residence of Attorney 
Brown, en Washington street, would be 
beneficial to his property, instead of det- 
rimental. 

The plaintiff has the opening and con-. 
cluding argument and Attorney Brown . 
opened the argument in 4 speech.of about 

hours and a half duration. In his 
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speech he attacked the charter of the 
railway and power company, one of the 
principal allegations in his petition for 
injunction being that the company is 
operating without a charter. 

The Railway and,Power Company will 
answer this accusation in their argument 
and will claim that there is no doubt but 
that their charter is perfectly legal. At- 
torney Brown did not conclude his argu- 
ment yesterday, but will resume this 
morning. Attorney J. Carroll Payne will 
foliow Attorney Brown, for the Rail- 
way and Power Company, and Captain 
Clifford L. Anderson will then close the 
case for the company. Colonel Albert 
H. Cox will follow Captain Anderson in 
the concluding argument for the plaint- 
iff. 


NEW PARK IS_ DISCUSSED. 


Board of Education Favors Proposi- 
tion for a Park. 

The board of education met yesterday 
to discuss the establishment of the pro- 
posed Davis street school park and passed 
a resolution requesting the park commit- 
tee to set aside the ground in front of 
the school and also in the rear, making 
a beautiful park out of the big field be- 
tween Davis street and the unopened 
street in the rear of the school. 

The board also petition the council com- 
mittee to pave Davis street from Spencer 
to Madison and to provide water facilities 
for the school, there being no water main 
on Davis street at present. 

The people living in the neighborhood 
of the schoo] are enthusiastic over the 
proposition to have a park for the school 
children and it is probable that the coun- 
cil committee will act favorably on the 
recommendation of the board, especially 
since there is now no park in that section 
of the city.

His formal motion to reconsider re- 
celved a gecond from Dr. Longino. who 
stated he was not at the last meeting of 
council] when the vote was taken. 

Councilman Rawson stated that he had 
some slight changes to suggest in the or- 
dimance as adopted. Councilman Reed 
asked to be informed of the nature. of 
these changes. Councilman Rawson ex- 
plained that the bond required of the 
company is provided against damage 
during the course of construction. He 
thought that it should be made to read so 
as to protect during the course of onpera- 
tion. He also wanted to strengthen the 
wording of that portion of the ordinance 
referring to the time when work should 
Ddegin by stipulating that it should be 
limited to sixty days.

SOME DANGEROUS INSURANCE 


More Companies Found Doing Bus- 
iness in the State Without 
Authority. 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright yes- 
terday received a letter from Canton, Ga., 
making inquiries about a number of in- 
®urance companies which have written 
considerable insurance there and which 
were thought not to have complied with 
the Georgia laws. The letter stated that 
the following companies had written in- 
surance on the Canton cotton mills: 

Keystone Mutual, Manton Mutual and 
Philadelphia Mutual, ail of Pennsylvania; 
Narragansett Mutual and Hope and Mer- 
chants’ Mutual, of Rhode Island; Rubber 
Mutual ang Independence Mutual, of Bos- 
ton, Mass., and the Cotton and Woolem 
Mutual, place of residence not given. 

The comptroller general stated that not 
one of these companies has the right to do 
business in Georgia and that the insured 
has no protection in ease a loss occurs. 
However, as these companies have no 
agents in the the state, there is no way in 
which the state can get at them. 

Several] years ago similar insurance was 
Placed on the cotton mills at Douglasville 
while they were in the process of con- 
@étruction. They were destroyed by fire 
and not a dollar of the insurance was ever 
collected. It *s said these mills have 
never recovered from this loss.

A WRECKED AUTO 
TOWED TO TOWN

Met Its Fate by Trying To Climb Over 
a Georgia Oxcart. 


POLICEMEN TELL THE STORY 


Collision Occurred Somewhere Near 
Hast Point Last Evening. 


|VIGTORY OF OXCART 1S APPLAUDED 


Officer Sewell Telle of a Midnight 
Scone—One Automohile ysewe 
Another Through Streets. 


When police officers came off their beats 
this morning at 1 o'clock a story was 
told of a wrecked automodbile behind 
which there lies a unique reminiscence, 
and one’ which was a sequel) to a startling 
and exciting collision somewhere down a 
country road. 

Officer Gewell related the story. He 
said that about midnight he saw two au- 
tomobiles, and one was towing the other 
into port. The auto that was being towed 
Was a wreck. 

“I saw this remarkable sight,” stated 
the policemam “on the weather end of 
Whitehall street, and I was told that an 
automobile had been wrécked trying to 
run over a Georgia ox-cart, The accident 
eccurred near East Point, while a pcrty 
was out taking an auto ride. I was 
further informed that the Georgia ox- 
cart went home all right."’ 

From facts ascertained by Officer Sewell 
it seems that one of two automobiles that 
had been brought to Atlanta by agents, 
on exhibition, collided with a country 
wagon near East Point. A party had 
gone out for a pleasure ride, and the col- 
lision ocourred near evening. Just how 
it happened could not be ascertained. A 
street car man stated that he saw the 
scene of the wreck, and that the auto 
had demolished itself trying to climb over 
an ox-cart. 

The whole affair struck the police as 
peculiarly funny, and it appealed to their 
Georgia patriotism. They thought it show- 
ed a victory for the Georgia ox-cart, 

“Just think of it,’’ remarked an officer 
who heard the story. “A yankee auto 
coming down here to show off, to go rush- 
ing over our hills and through our valleys 
with ‘no pushee, no pullee,’ as the China- 
man says; and then to take all the road 
and not appear to notice one of our 941d 
homely ox-carts. Last scene of all, a dis- 
mantied, torn-up, ruined, wrecked ¢ld 
avto, while the Georgia ox-cart goes on 
its way rejoictng.”’ 

Officer Sewell described the wrecked 
auto as something pathetic. He said its 
sides were stove in and its bottom stove 
up and all of its frills and fancy flounces 
torn off, bent and twisted. 

Late in the night another automobile 
was dispatched to East Point, and the 
auto that had tried to ignore a Georgia 
ox-cart was towed back to the city in 
disgrace.

[ELLIS SAYS HIS LIFE 
WAS THAT OF BONDMAN

CIV§L suit that carried with it a 
A remarkable story was tried by Jus- 

tice Orr yesterday, the judge re- 
serving his decision until this morning. 

The plaintiff, Perry Ellis, colored, sueing 
the Virginia and Alabama Coal Company, 
of Coal Valley, Ala, for wages alleged 
to be due and unpaid, made a statement 
on the witness stand that sounded like a 
tale of a convict camp. From his story, 
he was held in downright bondage in an 
Alabama ooa] mine, his matl intercepted 
‘and a remittance of money from his wife 
in Atlanta taken away from him by a 
mine “boss” at the point of a revolver, 
no wages were paid him, and he was 
guarded like a criminal and escaped with 
difficulty from the the place. 

Ellis alleged that he was hired by J. W. 
Willis, a coal dealer of Atlanta, to go to 
Coal Valley to work above ground as a 
common laborer at $1.50 a day, and began 
work there August ist last. He said in- 
stead of being given the kind of work 
and wages promised, he was made to 
work as a miner against his will till the 
15th of September, when he ran away, 
remaining in hiding for two or three 
days, when he took a train for Atlanta, 


He said he was hunted like a refugee 
from justico, and the trains leaving Coal 
Valley searched for him. 

When ho asked for wages he said he 
was always told that he had not yet 
worked out the cost of his ticket from 
Atlanta, and that he was still in the com- 
peny’s debt for board, tools, tobaeao and 
the usual miner’s supplies. He declares 
severa) dollars were charged up against 
him for road tax, street tax and other 
kinds of state and municipal taxation, 
that he was charged with doctor’s fees 
and hospital fees that he knew nothing 
about, and that the bulk of the charges 
against him were “made up.” . 

He said he wrote about his troubles to 
his wife in Atlanta, and that she sent 
him $6.45 with which to buy a ticket back 
home, but a man who seemed to be “some 
kind of_a sheriff’’ employed by the min- 
ing company pointed a revolver at him 
and made him hand over the money, say- 
ing he owed it to the ‘‘bosses.”’ Accord- 
ing to his story he was worked like a 
beast, roughly treated, and held like a 
bound serf. 

The defense simply offered an itemized 
statement of the things Ellis has re- 
ceived to offset his claim of wages still 
unpaid, showing his indebtedness to be 
$40.75. The mining people claim he was 
never offered $1.50 a day. 


PRESIDENT MAHON WILL 
~ ADDRESS LABOR PEOPLE 


D. MAHON, president of the 
W Amalgamated Street Railway 
® Employees Association, with 
headquarters in Detroit, will address a 
general mass meeting of the laboring 
people in the hall of the Federation of 
Labor Thursday night. Mr. Mahon will 
arrive in Atlanta this morning, coming 
over the Western and Atlantic railroad 
from Chattanooga on the train due here 
shortly before noon. 

At midnight Thursday and after the 
conclusion of the mass meeting, Mr. Ma- 
hon wil] address the street railway em- 
ployees. The meeting will be held at this 
hour; as it is the only time the street rail- 
way employees are given the opportunity 
of gathering together. The visit of this 
national labor official has been anticipated 
with a great deal of interest by the la- 
boring people of the city, and the indlica- 
tions are that he will be greeted by a very 
large audience at both the mass meeting 
and the meeting of the street railway 
men. 

At the mass meeting the address of 
welcome to President Mahon will be de- 
livered by Patrick Moore, A special com- 


mittee consisting @f President of the Fed- 
eration Dennis Lindsey, Dan W. Irby and 
Patrick Moore met Saturday night and 
requested Jerome Jones to deliver the 
address of welcome, but he was compelled 
to decline, as he is slated to deliver an 
address at a banquet at the Brown house 
in Macon Thursday night. The committee 
then selected Mr. Moore on Sunday. 

President Mahon is one of the most 
distinguished and most prominent labor 
leaders in the country. Two years ago 
he represented the American Federation 
of Labor at a trade congress in England 
and he is a very active worker in behalf 
of labor. 

He visited Atlanta seven years ago and 
at the last meeting of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in Louisville he seconded 
the nomination of Atlanta as the next 
p&ice of meeting of the Federation. This 
city was nominated by Jerome Jages. 
President Mahon. has no dates arranged 
after his Atlanta visit, and he will confer 
with Mr. Jones as-to his course after 
leaving here. He will probably visit Ma- 


con, however, as Mr. Jones has received 


a communication from L. J. Kilburn, a 
prominent labor leader of the Central 
City, requesting President Mahon io visit 


that city. 


TWO IMPORTANT PENSION 
QUESTIONS ARE RULED ON

TTORNEY GENERAL TERRELL 
A has just had before him two inter- 

esting questions in eonnection with 
the pension laws. 

He received a letter yesterday from a 
south Georgia woman who was married 
when the war broke out. Her husband 
was killed in the war and she married 
again, just after the close of the war, 
her second husband being a confederate 
soldier, She desired to know if she could 
draw a pension under the new law pro- 
viding pensions for indigent widows. 

Commissioner of Pensions Lindsey has 
also received several inquiries similar to 
this. Unfortunately, however, widows 
under these circumstances cannot draw 
pensions. The constitution prevents it, 
though nothing about it dg said in the 
recent act of the legtslature. On this 
point ‘the constitution says: 

Provided that the act shall only ap- 
ply to such widows as were married 
at the time of such service, and have 
remained unmarried at the death of 
such soldier husband. 

The other pension question brought to 


| 


the attention ofi'the attorney general 
was whether a widow who is now recelv- 
ing.a pension from the federal govern- 
ment on account of the service of her 
husband in the’ Mexican war, can draw 
this pension for indigent widows. The 
pension paid by fhe government on ar- 
count of the Mexican war is $8 per 
month. 

There is no specifi¢ law applicable to 
these cases. The recent law applies to all 
widows within the limit prescribed by the 
constitution who are unable to provide 
a living for themselves by reason of old 
age or other infirmity, coupled with pov- 
erty. In some eases the $8 per month 
might be sufficient to provide a living for 
such widow and in others it might not 
The attorney general thinks that each 
one: of these cases would have to be de- 
termined upon its own merits. 

The pension commissioner has made no 
ruling upon these widows who are draw- 
ing pensions on account of the Mexican 
war. Old soldiers, however, who draw 
such pensions, are not allowed to draw 
pensions from the state for service in the 
confederate army.

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POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


Attorney General Terrell received a let- 
ter yesterday from A. A. Lawrence, of 
Savannah. asking as to the status of 
Hon. David Wells, a member ’of the house 
of representatives from Chatham county, 
who has just accepted the appointment 
of tax collector of that county made by 
the county commissioners. Mr. Law- 
rence wanted to know how Mr. Wells 
was affected by section 5754 of the code, 
which is a section of the constitution pro- 
hibiting members of the legislature from 
holding any other state or county office. 
Tie asked if under that section Mr, 
Wells’s seat in the general assembly was, 


ipso facto, vacant. 

The attorney general replied that the 
acceptance of. the appointment as tax 
collector will not of itself vacate his seat 
in the general assembly, as the constitu- 
tion provides that each house shall be 
the sole judge of the qualifications of its 
members. The house is, therefore, the 
only tribunal that can declare a@ va- 
Sa Baweeses also asked what regis- 
tration should be used in the forthcom- 
ing election for the collector and other 
officers of Chatham county. The attor- 
ney general stated that the registration 
for 1900, supplemented by all who regis- 
tered up to within fifteen days of the 
election as provided by law, should be 
used. It is probable, in the event that 
Mr. Wells decides to make the race for 
tax collector, he will resign his seat in 
the legislature, so that the election for 
both offices can be.held at the same 
time and a double election avoided. 


Ed McRee, one of the partners inter- 
ested in the McRee convict camp in 
Lowndes county, which has been under 
investigation by the prison commission 
and the governor, called at the governor's 
office yesterday. Mr. McRee called to 
make a statement with reference to the 
recent case against the camp with re- 
gard to which Attorney M. Baum wrote 
the governor. Mr. McRee said the at- 
torney was mistaken in the man he 
thought he wanted, It was a man, he 
said, who was employed at the free labor 
camp and was pal for his services. He 
stated that the man had in no wise been 
restrained of his liberty or ke~* there 
against his will. 

In the event the full prison commission 
board is in the city today, the case 
against the McRee camp will en 
up again and a decision reached. 


“One splendid feature in connection 


with the Candler Horse Guards at 


Jainesville,”” said Inspector General 
Obear yesterday, “is that practically 
every one of the forty-five members of 
the troop owns his own horse. This is 
the case with very few of the other 
cavalry troops of the state. It will be 
quite an advantage to the new troop.”’ 
The Candler Horse Guards were mus- 
tered into the state service by the in- 
spector general last Friday night. There 
were forty-five good men sworn into the 
service of the state and they will be 
furnished with equipment as soon as it 
is possible to do so. The officers of the 
new troop, which was named in honor 
of Governor Candler, and which will he 
attached to the First cavalry regiment, 
are: Captain, -A. M. Chapman, formerly 
a member of the Burke county cavalry 
troop; first lieutenant, W. N. Pillow, 
formerly a sergeant in the Fifth im- 
mune regiment, and second lieutenant, 
G. B. Pilgrim, formerly a sergeant in 
the Seeond Georgia regiment during the 
Spanish war. 


Reports from Griffin yesterday were to 
the effect that there has been considera- 
ble improvement in the condition of Com- 
missioner of Agriculture O. B, Stevens, 
though he is stifl quite weak and con- 
fined to his bed. It is expected, however, 
that his improvement will now be rapid 
and that he will soon be able to return 
to his office at the capitol.

A BIG. CRUSADE 


Williamson, of Chicago, After 
Insurance Companies, 


HE SENDS POSTAL CARDS 


Underwriters Are Not Worried. 
Say Williamson Is Trying To 
Get Back at Augusta 
Agents for Causing 
His Arrest. 


Business men all over the state are re- 
ceiving typewritten postal cards reading 
as follows: 

Lower Fire Insurance Rates. 

“It is possible to force the Southeastern 
Tariff Association and the local boards 
of underwriters to discontinue their op- 
erations in Georgia and property owners 
who realize that their interests warrant 
joining in a movement which will entail 
no expense to them whatever, to thus 
bring about lower rates, are asked to 
communicate with R. M. Williamson, 240 
La Salle street, Chicago, whose connec- 
tion therewith will be explained.” 

Many business men in Atlanta have re- 
ceived copies of the postal card. The 
underwriters and members of the South- 
eastern Tariff Association, instead of 
trembling in their boots at the mysterious 
intimations thrown out by Mr. William- 
son, are merely amused. They regard it 
aS an attempt at intimidation on the part 
of Mr. Williamson, of Chicago, and as 
such a matter of no consideration. 

As told by local underwriters, the story 
behind the whole matter is this: 

During the latter part of last year a 
man named Roy W., or Roy M., William- 
son came from Chicago to Augusta, Ga., 
and began to solicit fire insurance. He 
went to the largest insurers and sought 
the most desirable risks in town. He neg- 
lected to comply with the law by taking 
out a city, county or state license. When 
the Augusta agents learned of his pres- 
ence and discovered the foregoing facts 
they at once had warrants sworn out and 
Williamson was arrested. 

He was placed under bond and left the 
town. He returned to Chicago. His fath- 
er, William Williamson, an old insurance 
man, formerly of Kansas City, but nokw 
of Chicago, has taken up the matter in 
his son's behalf. 

The Southeastern Tariff Association has 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
matter. The arrest of Williamson was 
due to the individual action of the Au- 
gusta agents acting in their own inter- 
ests. It is alleged that intimation has 
been given that if the case against Wil- 
liamson is dropped and he is allowed to 
recover the amount of his bond, the em- 
bryonic crusade against the tariff asso- 
ciation will be stopped. 

Mr. Williamson’s hearing is set for 
the present term of court. He states that 
he was not violating the Georgia laws in 
acting as attorney for merchants who are 
insuring each other, and that the agents 
of that city caused his arrest to restrict 
competition. This, he claims, is tn viola- 
tion of the laws of Georgia, which read 
in part as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any Insurance 
company or companies authorized to do 
business In this state, or agent or agents 
thereof, to make, maintain or enter into 
any contract, agreement, pool or other 
arrangement for the purpose of, or that 
may have the tendency or effect of, pre- 
venting or lessening competition In the 
business of insurance transacted in the 
state, and where it shall be made to ap- 
pear to the commissioner of insurance 
that any company or companies, agent or 
agents, have entered into such contract, 
agreement, pool or other arrangement, 
said commissioner shall revoke the license 
issued to such company or companies, and 
the same shall not be reissued until the 
president or chief officer of such company 
or companies shall file an affidavit that 
such have been annuled, etc. 

“Providing that nothing in this article 
shall prevent a legally authorized com- 
pany transacting business in this state 
from separately surveying, inspecting or 
examining the premises to be insured for 
the purpose of bringing about improve- 
ments so as to lessen the cost of insur- 
ance by reducing rates.” 

Mr. Williamson has stated that he had 
procured evidence of violations of this 
act on the part of nearly every agent in 
Augusta and _ their companies, and he

To offset these disadvantages Mr. Wil- 
son can sing ballads in rich cream-laid 
tones that are good to the ear. He has 
a knack of doing things with dn easy 
nonehalance and grace that is fetching. 
He has a sense of humor and when he 
gets interested in his work and forgets his 
exceeding great pulchritude, he has a 
charm of manner that does not fail to 
make its appeal. 

His German dialect {is well edited. He 
rolls his “r’s” a little more than does 
Blanche Walsh and not so much as Joe 
Cawthorne. He strikes a happy medium 
and successfully maintains it. 

It is possible that he may in time be 
to the romartic German comedy what 
Chauncey Olcott is to the Irish. He is 
headed that way. He can do excellently 
what he has undertaken in his present 
play. His performance as a whole is 
enjoyable. 

Miss Fannie Bloodgood was Telka Greg- 
ory. She has abundant vivacity and puts 
into her work variety and spirit. Her 
impersonation was humorous and delight- 
ful. Russe] Lennon was Ulrich Steinway, 
a fugitive. He was quite pale. Miss Effie 
Warner was his sister, and It was hard 
for her to forget it.

It {s 
expected that perhaps 500,000 spindles will 
stop, or seven-eighths of those making hard 
yarns will agree to the measure, which cur- 
tailment will likely cover 50 per cent of the 
output of mills now running both day and 
night, and a less proportion of the mills not 
rumning by night. Those mills making cotton 
gocds will not be touched by the resolution, but 
will curtail or continue according to the de- 
mand of the goods they manufacture. This re- 
duction, it is thought, will relieve stagnation 
to a large extent, The curtailment adopted 
by southern spinners proves the sluggishness 
of trade in America, and as European trade 
advices generally are also unsatisfactory, be- 
ing on the same line, it looks as if values will 
continue to recede. especially as the indications 
point to a more libcral movement which may 
bring about liquidation in spots.

New York, February 1!6.—There has been 
much more activity to cotton this week.

New York, February 18.—Today was one of 
active speculative liquidation in the stock 
market. The bears took A very active part 
in the day’s proceedings both by short selling 
and by manipulation for the decline, offering 
prices down freely and boldly. There was not 
much evidence of determined support, except 
by the sympathetic influence of the persisting 
strength of a few individual stocks. Besides 
the extraordinary movement in the steel stocks 
there was decided strength shown by the new 
Toledo, St, Louis and Western stocks, St. 
Louis and San Francisco second preferred, II- 
linois Central, Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling 
preferred, Amalgamated Copper and Consoli- 
dated Gas, There was evidence of continued 
activity on the part of a bull pool in Burling- 
ton, and the other Grangers showed some sym- 
pathy at one time. There was some support 
at intervals also by sympathy with Delaware 
and Hudson, which was extremely erratic all 
day. It sold down early 2 points and then 
got 3% over Saturday, There was a downward 
plunge in the period of general weakness of 
8 points, and the final rally left the net loss 
only 1%. In the steel stocks it was clear 
enough that speculators were attempting to 
adjust prices into the stock of the new combi- 
nation. The tape mede it pretty clear that in 
the present condition of the plan of combina- 
tion the preferred stocks are intended to Ben- 
efit in the exchange far more than the com- 
mon stocks, The first class were all extraor- 
dinarily buoyant and the common stocks 
showed signs of demoralization.

The pit was crowded by the addi- 
tion of traders attracted by the activity of 
the coarse grain. The market for May 
delivery opened %c higher at 414%@4!%c. There 
was nothing particularly striking either in the 
crop situation or the statistical reports, but 
shorts were clamorous in their demands. Sev- 
eral million bushels changed hands at the 
opening, and after touching 41%@41%c the 
market was suddenly bid up to 41%c.

- Wheat yield@d the palm to corn without a 
protest and followed the largest market with 
great docility, The pit most of the session 
was half deserted. Transactions were small 
between local interests. May opened unchanged 
to %@%c higher at 75% to 75%@75%c under 
the influence chiefly of corn strength, although 
Steady cables and moderate northwest receipts 
were contributory factors.

YOUNG girl interesting the people 
A of all France as Helen Keller has 

done in America is Marie Heurtin, 
who, although born deaf and dumb and 


blind, is learning how to make herself un-— 


derstood. Katherine de Forrest tells the 
Story of her as follows: 

Up to the time when she was ten years 
old she was apparently not only~- com- 
pletely idiotic, but also a most impossibie 
little person who lay down on the ground 
and rolled at the slightest thing which 
displeased her, shrieked for hours to- 
gether, only slapped people if they tried 
to show her any tenderness, and: was al- 
together so violent that she was sent 
away from two institutions for deaf mutes 
and passed on to the nuns at Larnay as 
@ perfect little savage for whom it was 
quite useless to try wo do anything. I 
know of no more fascinating siory than 
that of the means by which these ce- 
voted sisters first tamed the iittle shrew, 
then taught her. Sister St.-Marguerite it 
was who gave her her first idea. Marie 
Heurtin had brought away with her a little 
knife, which she seemed to love. Sister 
St.-Marguerite, who had got the child's 
confidence in a way, took away the knife, 
making meanwhile in the hand of the little 
girl the sign which in the deaf and dumb 
language meang knife. Then the knife 

put back into her hand with the same 
Sign. After a time Marie Heurtin began 
to comprehend that there was 4 connec- 
tion betWeen the sign and object. From 
the knife Sister St.-Marguerite v ent on to 
repeat the same experience with the fruits 
the little girl liked best. In the end she 
understood that for everything there was 
Some particular sign by which it could be 
designated. 

Learning to read and write for the lit- 
tie Maric wis similar in detall to what we 
know of all deaf mutes. It is when she 
begomes for us an individual, however, 
when we find a personality looming 
through this strange mist which enveloped 
it, that the story becomes particularly 
full of interest.. What are the !deas of 


Marie Heurtin upon the world in which 
she lives and all the things contained 
therein? Space, for her, is a great “empty 
hGie” through which the hand can roam 
on all sides without encountering an ob- 
stacle. Distance means walking ahead a 
long time. Her idea of space, neverthe- 
lesa, is so exact that she can walk direct- 
ly actoss @ room and open a door without 
confusion or hesitation. Unconsciously 
she must measure her movements, for if 
interrupted she loses herself entirely. To 
be old is something that happens to you 
when you have ‘“‘walked a great, great 
deal.’ 4 
_ Marie Heurtin has a keen sense of beau- 
ty, and an intense aesthetic pleasure in 
beautiful things. Her sense of touch is so 
exquisitely delicate that she can enjoy

But there are other fields which need 
working, too. We do, indeed, wish to 
preserve the memory of our revolutionary 
heroes, but we wish to revere others also. 
The children’s room in the Carnegie 
library will be a gem, but its shelves 
will, unhappily, be almost vacant, there 
being no money with which to fill them. 
Hence, I am trying to secure books for 
this department. 
. Too many regard a library as but an 
ornament of civilization. Thus a gentle- 
man said to me: “Of course, we would 
like a fine library, as a matter of pleas- 
ure and intellectual pride, but I don’t: 
see that it will be of great practical use 
to Atlanta.”’ I suppose he meant it 
would not benefit Atlanta as would dry 
goods stores, hotels, manufactories, etc., 
but that is precisely one way in which 
it will help the city. Any one who: has 
studied in the great libraries of the north 
knows that. The annual number of 
those who go to New York merely for 
study would form a small army. Ar- 
tists, authors, architects, college pro- 
fessors, doctors, scientists, buiness men, 
etc., flock there on account of the fine 
libraries. All these people spend money 
for board, dry goods, medicine, newspa- 
pers, theaters, cab and street car fare, 
etc. When the Carnegie becomes the 
great university we Intend it to be, his- 
tory will repeat itself. All these classes 
will not only come from the places near 
Atlanta, College Park, East Point, Deca- 
tur, Marietta. etc., but from all over the 
state. So the first benefit of the k- 
brary will be that it will increase Atlan- 


ta’s population, and put more money in | 


circulation. The second benefit is, it 
will better the quality of those already 
here When artists, architects, physi- 
cians, scientists,- workers in every ‘line, 
have better tools, they canm’do better 
work. The improved quality of their 
work will also attract others to the city. 
Properly used, the library will make 
better public schools, finer colleges in 
Atlanta and near it. 
turn also react favorably on the quantity 
of population and also its quality. I say 
little of the spiritual, the humanitarian 
value of this institution, because that is 
more generally believed, though even that 
is far from being fully appreciated. 

The biographies of great people show 
that an immense per cent of them re- 
ceived their first impulse to the right 
(in their youth) from books. Yet there 
are doubtless those who decry the value 
ofa children’s room in a library. If sb, 
ask Miss Wallace or some teacher who 
has given attention to children’s reading. 
I think their replies will be eloquent for 
the happtness it confers, as well as the 
mental and meral strength [t imparts. 

I have in my possession a valuable Hst 
of books for children and youth, made 
by an expert of New York who had given 
years of study to this subject. I sub- 
mitted it to Miss Wallace, who said she 
would be delighted to have every book on 
the list. They range from ‘Finger Plays’’ 
to “Greek Heroes;”

I have obtained 
(from a number) donations of money with 
which to buy these books, and I think 
I will secure yet more if I make the mat- 
ter known to a larger audience, Hence 
I would like everyone interested to send 
whatever money they desire to the writer, 
at 162 West Peachtreée,-or to Mt. Wallace 
Kirkpatrick, of Hightower & Kirkpatrick, 
86 Whitehall. I prefer cash to books, that 
books acceptable to the library be ob- 
tained and unnecessary duplication be 
prevented.

It must be remembered that the Car- 
negie is to be a circulating library. That 
is, every respectable person can use at 
thelr own home (without a cent’s ex- 
pense) any book in the-building except 
the reference books, «Hence not oniy b2- 
nevolence and intellectual pride suggest 
our giving, but self interest also suggests 
it. Xou donate a book, that incites some- 
one else to do the same. You get the full 
benefit of the one you give and all the 
others, too. Self-interest suggests another 
reason also, Donate a book which may 
help a waif you never saw or heard of 
and Atlanta becomes a safer place for 
your own child. There are such troops 
and troops of peoplé here who can give 
books as easily as they buy this paper. 
Professional men, btisiness men, women, 
pretty girls—let them but-hint their in- 
terest in this’ matter and their beaux 
would buy a book as quickly as they 
now buy bonbons ang theater tickets. Evén 
the children could be interested. A few 
loving words as te, the helpfulness to 
selves and others, and Tf think many 
children would voluntarily make dona- 
tions from their pocket money. The week- 
ly chewing gum and candy money, ex- 
pended in books, would be no inconsider- 
able sum. 

The children’s books now in the library 
would not make a beginning for even the 
better class of chfldreh. The library ought 
to reach others. also. There ara hun- 
dreds of children to whom such charm or 
beauty or goodness as comes from the Ii- 
brary is all that is likely to enter their 
lives unless it be the brief glimpses 
snatched in their spasmodic school life. 
Perhaps some of these gould not be 
trusted to take books to their unwhole- 
some homes. But their teachers, school 
or Sunday school, might occasionally 
charperone groups of them to spend an 
hour or more in the beautiful NMbrary 
rooms as they take them to the Smithso- 
nian institution and many other places 
in Washington city. Let us act upon the 
words of that Catholie priest who said: 
‘“‘Give me the child for the first ten years 
of his life and you can have him for the 
remainder.” ‘Will not you who are strong 
bear the: burden of fhosé who are weak? 
‘Tnasmuch as ye did it unto the least of 
these, ye did it unto Me.”

SUGGESTED FEDERAL PRISON 


— 


W. C. Shearer First Conceived the 
Idea. 


WAS MEMBER OF GRAND JURY 


Is Highly Indorsed for Position 
Under Architect To Assist in 
Building the Structure. 


William C. Shearer, of Atlanta, claims 
the credit of having. conceived the idea 
of establishing a federal prison in Atlan- 
ta. He first suggested it when he was 
a member of the grand jury in Octcber, 
1893. That grand jury appointed a com- 
mittee to further the project, and made 
Mr. Shearer chairman. This committee 
recommended that a prison be located 
here and the report was unanimously 
adopted. 

Mr. Shearer has naturally taken a deep 
intorest in the construction of the prison. 
He is a skilled mechanic of experience and 
reputation. He desires to assist in the 
construction of the prison, the existence 
of which is due to his conception. He has 
made application to Attorney General 
Griggs for a position under the prison 
architect.

HOW AN ATLANTIAN MISSED 
EORTUNE WITHIN HIS GRASP

gusta was in a state of great excite- 
ment and confusion. 

The citizens looked forward with dread 
to the coming of the federal soldiers, and 
it was feared that they would commit 
many outrages. 

A large quantity of cotton was stored 
in the city, and the general opinion was 
that the invaders would confiscate it. 

Down on Broad street a thousand bales 
had been piled up, with the understanding 
that the torch would be applied before the 
enemy entered the place. 

It would be a dangerous thing to do, 
but those brave Augusta people were pa- 
triotic and fearless to the last. 


A BOUT the time of the surrender Au- 


At that time Dr. Sam Hape, of Atlanta, 
was in Augusta, and the most tempting 
money-making opportunity of his life was 
presented to him. 

The owners of the cotton felt so cer- 
tain of losing it that they offered the 
thousand bales for one thousand dollars 
in gold! 

The staple then commanded about $1.00 
per pound in greenback. It had been as 
high as $1.90. It was in great demand all 
over the world, and the federal armies 
seized it whenever they found it. 

A dollar a bale in gold! 

Very few people had any gold and they 
did not care to invest it in something 
that ran the risk of being burned or con- 
fiscated. 

Dr. Hape had over a thousand dollars 
in ten and twenty dollar gold pieces. He 
had it safely concealed where he could 
easily lay his hands on it. 


A business man took him aside and gave 
him a talk. 

‘You have the gold,” he said, “and 
you have risked your money before. Why 
not do it again? The cotton may not 
be destroyed, and it may escape confisca- 
tion, If you have good luck, you will be 
able to turn your purchase into nearly 
half a million dollars f{n greenbacks.’’

Other men came along, and swore that 
they would apply the torch the moment 
they heard that the federals were within 
ten miles of the city. 
It was no big sum of money, the doc- 
tor thought, a thousand dollars, If he 


lost it he would be able to get along, and s 
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if he had good luck he would be almost 
half a miliionatre. 

The thing began to worry him, and he 
took another walk on a back street. 

He had almost made up his mind to 
risk his gold, when he overheard the talk 
of a group of citizens. 

“The yankees destroyed Atlanta and 
Columbia,’’ said one, ‘‘and Augusta may 
share the same fate.” , 

“Our own people will burn the town if 
they set fire to that cotton,’”’ remarked 
another. 

“Even at best the outlook is hopeless,’’ 
said an old man. “I have no gold or 
greenbacks, and I don’t know how to 
get food for my family. I wish I had 
saved a little gold. Great God! I never 
before so thoroughly appreciated the pow- 
er of gold. It is the most precious 
thing in the world. It will do almost 
anything. When I think of what may 
happen in the next few days I am al- 
most ready to say that I would sell my 
soul for gold.”’ 

‘Yes,”” replied one of the group, 
thousand dollars in gold is a fortune now. 
If I had it I would be able to start in 
business, after things quiet down, and 
make a good living.’’ 


This off-hand talk impressed the At. 
lanta man, 

He returned to Broad street and hunted 
up his friend. 

“T don’t whnt the cotton,” he said. “A 
bird in hand is worth two in the bush. 
I'll keep my gold, and go into business 
in Atlanta.”’ 

Everybody who heard of it that day 
said that Hape acted very sensibly. 

Suddenl ings changed for the bet- 
ter. She n ordered his officers to 
spare Augusta and treat the people well. 

The owners of the cotton regained their 
confidence, and no longer offered oo 
property for a song. 

People began to feel hopeful. Something 
like order was restored, and finally, when 
the federal troops took possession of the 
town, there was neither destruction’ nor 
confiscation of private’ property. ° 

If Dr. Hape had purchesed the cotton 
he would have been the richest man in 
Georgia. 


“IT missed a big fortune,” he said when 
he told me the story, “but it was impos- 
sible to foresee results at that time. The 
sharpest business men in Augusta agreed 
with me. They hooted at the idea of 
buying that cotton at any price, when it 
seemed doomed to go up in smoke. It’s 
all right. If I had made nearly half a mil- 
lion so easily I suppose I would have been 
tempted into other wild speculations, and 
in the end I would have been no better 
off.”’ 

ut the opportunity must have deeply 
impressed the doctor.. It was fascinating 
—dazziing in its possibilities, and even 
now, more than a generation afterwards, 


that April day in Augusta, when he let 
slip the richest prize that ever stared him
